WASHINGTON (AP) - The cost 
of cook ing and heating with gas is go­ 
ing u p, whatev er a congressional 
conference committee decides on the 
controv ersial issu e of federal price 
controls ov er the fu el. 
The Senate brok e a lengthy impas­ 
se on Tu esday and v oted 50-46 in 
fav or of deregu lation of natu ral gas 
prices. The ov erall bill then passed 
cm a v oice v ote. 
It was the most seriou s setback to 
date for Jimmy Carter’s energy 
program, and the President im­ 
mediately labeled the measu re u nac­ 
ceptable. 
"I will not sign an u nfair bill,’’ he 
said. 
Despite the defeat for Carter, the 
President’s congressional su pporters 
predicted that negotiations in a 
Hou se-Senate conference committee 
will produ ce continu ed controls at a 
higher price. 
The conference committee is ex ­ 
pected to beg'n work nex t week on 
what cou ld be a long, bitter stru ggle. 
Sponsored by Sens. Lloy d Bentsen, 
D-Tex as, and Jam es Pearson, R- 
Kan , the Senate plan wou ld set the 
price at $2.48 for two y ears, then 
allow the mark etplace to determine 
what produ cers can charge for new 
gas. 
The price ceiling for natu ral gas 
now is $1.46 per thou sand cu bic feet. 
Controls, first imposed 23 y ears 
ago, wou ld remain on offshore new 
gas for fiv e y ears. 
The Hou se, in a close v ote of its 
own, went along e a rlie r with 
C arter’s plan to continu e natu ral gas 
price controls. It adopted the 
President’s su ggested ceiling of $1.75 
per thou sand cu bic feet of newly dis­ 
cov ered gas. 
The President, speak ing throu gh 
P re ss S ecretary Jody Powell, 
termed the indu stry -su pported Sen­ 
ate plan “an inju stice to the work ing 
people of this cou ntry . “ 
In New York to address the United 
Nations General Assembly ,, Carter 
said he ex pects the conference com­ 
mittee will approv e “legislation that 
prov ides adeq u ate produ ction incen­ 
tiv es while protecting the interests 
of American consu mers." 
To offset charges that the bill 
amou nted to a consu m er ripoff, 
Pearson and Bentsen inclu ded a 
prov ision to giv e residential u sers 
priority ov er older and cheaper 
natu ral gas reserv es u ntil they ru n 
ou t. 
!,s ’ s ’ 
Bu t energy specialists say the 
cheaper gas will be ex hau sted in 
abou t fou r y ears, when all cu stomers 
will pay higher deregu lated prices. 
Su pporters of deregu lation say 
heating bills wou ld rise only slightly , 
with one conserv ativ e estim ate 
su ggesting an increase of only $1.8 0 
to $3.6 0 annu ally .

Adminis tration gambling on pe ace parle y pus h with Russ? 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The u nprecedented decision by 
the United States to join the Sov iet Union in promoting a 
Genev a peace conference based on Palestinians' 
“legitimate rights" represents a gamble by the Carter 
administration. It may not pay off 
What the President and his closest adv isers are betting 
is that Israel, hav ing no big ally other than the United 
States, will sit down against its better ju dgment and 
negotiate a homeland for the Palestinians. 
The inv ectiv e directed at Israel du ring the cu rrent U N. 
General Assembly session in New York by the Com­ 
mu nist and Arab blocs and the socalfed Third World 
dramatizes the loneliness of the Jewish state on the world 
scene. 
Bu t despite its u niq u e military and economic reliance 
on this cou ntry , Israel remains a sov ereign state. It cou ld 
decide that disagreement with the United States is less of 
a risk than a Sov iet-back ed Palestinian state ru n by the 
Palestine Liberation Organization on its border. 
If Israel chooses to bu ck Jimmy Carter, as its initial 
negativ e response to the U.S.-Sov iet formu la su ggests it 
may , then the President’s strategy u rged on him by

proponents of an "ev en-handed policy ” in the Middle East 
* 
will hav e back fired. 
Carter might hav e his Genev a conference by Christmas 
bu t withou t su bstantiv e negotiations. 
If the pressu re tactics work , howev er, the President 
will be hailed in mu ch of the world for ov ercoming Israeli 
resistance and v iewed at home as a determined leader 
who achiev ed a break -throu gh in the Middle East. 
There was little reason to su spect as Carter cam­ 
paigned for the White Hou se that he wou ld be so tou gh on 
Israel or that so many differences wou ld dev elop between 
" the two cou ntries. He needled Gerald Ford and the 
Repu blican adminstration for delay ing arm s shipments 
and for mak ing Israel the scapegoat” of U.S. Middle 
East policy . 
Once on the job, howev er, Carter adopted the v iew of 
Arab specialists in the State Department and a k ey White 
Hou se adv iser that Palestinians posed not only a refu gee 
problem bu t were an indentifiable people who deserv ed a 
homeland carv ed ou t of Israeli-held territory . 
Carter also became conv inced that Egy pt, Jordan and 
Sy ria as well as their bank er, Sau di Arabia, were finally 


resolv ed after fou r wars to a Jewish state in a Moslem 
world prov ided Israel retu rned v irtu ally all the territory 
the Arabs lost in 196 7. 
Tlie onu s was pu t on Israel to relinq u ish the land, 
thou gh there was no peace before 19 6 7 when it was in 
Arab hands 
The Israeli gov ernment is prepared to test the theory 
that its neighbors want peace by negotiating treaties with 
them at Genev a. The alternativ e is a continu ed state of 
war debilitating to the Israeli and Egy ptian economies 
Bu t Israel say s it will not negotiate with the PLO, the 
sponsor of terrorist raids against Israeli civ ilians. 
Carter s Middle East policy rests on the idea that peace 
in the area depends on a Palestinian homeland. Israel’s 
back ers are conv inced that the opposite is tru e, that the 
PLO will find in U.S. acceptance the strength to renew its 
determination to dismantle the Jewish state. 
The PLO remains committed in its charter to that goal 
Promises of recognition by the United States for implicit­ 
ly recognizing Israel hav e not work ed their sedu ctiv e 
charm.

At least three city and cou nty 
agencies were meeting today in an 
effort to wtpc ou t a q u estion mark in 
the health code book after a Pomona 
M u nicipal Cou rt special ju dge 
declared the cou nty ’s and San 
Dimas’ fly control statu te u ncon­ 
stitu tional. 
Sisk iy ou Cou nty Ju stice Cou rt 
Ju dge Howard E. Jones Tu esday 
afternoon issu ed his ju dicial ru ling 
after two day s of testimony in the 
case of San Dimas egg rancher Neil 
Sheehan, charged with harboring and 
breeding flies on his Ok away -Ghent 
area ranch. 
The ju dge declared the cou nty 
statu te v agu e and u nenforceable 
since the av erage man with av erage 
intelligence cou ld not determ ine 
what he was allowed to (to and not to 
do u nder the regu lations. 
Under the statu te, no one is 
allowed to hav e any flies, nor allow 
any flies to breed on his property 
Noting this is an impossibility and 
the fact the statu te did not ou tline 
what a reasonable nu mber of flies 
wou ld be, Jones handed down his 
decision 
At Tu esday night’s San Dimas City 
Cou ncil meeting, City Administrator 
Bob Poff said he and his staff will 
confer with officials of the cou nty 
Health Department Thu rsday after­ 
noon in an effort to determine if a 
new cou nty statu te shou ld be written 
or San Dimas shou ld write one of its 
own. 
San D im a s’ ord ina nc e w as 
declared u nconstitu tional, along with 


the cou nty ’s. It was word for word 
the same health code law. 
Meanwhile, Depu ty Dist 
Atty . 
Chft Garrott, who attempted to u p- 
t M v alidity of the ordinance du ring 
the two day of trial, said he will tu rn 
the decision ov er to his su periors to 
determine if the case will be ap­ 
pealed by the district attorney . Until 
a Su perior Cou rt Appellate Div ision 
u pholds and pu blishes Jones' deci­ 
sion, it will not become a precedent 
and other ju dges can ignore it, 
Garrott said 
Jones’ decision effectiv ely block ed 
any prosecu tion of Sheehan who 
faced a max imu m fine of $500 and/or 
six months in jail. The ju dge said 
Sheehan’s right to du e process of law 
had been v iolated and dismissed the 
case before it cou ld go to trial on its 
merits. 
Sheehan was cited three months 
ago on complaints of a neighbor du r­ 
ing a long-standing neighborhood dis­ 
pu te. He said after walk ing ou t of 
cou rt free of charges, the same 
neighbor earlier tu rned him into Los 
Angeles Cou nty Fire Department for 
maintaining a fire hazard in the form 
of 3,000 6 -foot tall pine trees he 
planted on his property to beau tify 
the 2.8 -acre ranch. 
“The fire department did not cite 
me and declared the complaint ri­ 
dicu lou s,’’ Sheehan said. 
The same neighbors are ex pected 
to appear on opposite sides at nex t 
Tu esday ’s 7 :30 p.m. San Dimas City 
Cou ncil meeting when cou ncilmen 
tack le the horse trails ordinance 
which has split the Oak way -Ghent 
area into two opposing camps again. 
Morris Dam trans fe r re s cinde d 


For a cou ple of hou rs Tu esday , the 
giant Morris Dam and reserv oir was 
the property of Los Angeles Cou nty 
— bu t then Su perv isor Kenneth Hahn 
gav e it back to the Metropolitan 
Water District, at least for the time 
being. 
At 10 a.m ., the su perv isors v oted, 
with Bax ter Ward dissenting, to ac­ 
cept the dam from the MWD free of

Hos tage e x pe rt claims Japane s e hav e 
giv e n te rroris ts 'tre me ndous uplift' 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - By acceding to the demands of 
leftist hijack ers, the Japanese gov ernment has "rev ersed 
what happened at Entebbe" and giv en terrorists a "tre­ 
mendou s u plift,” say s an ex pert on hostage negotiations 
While the $6 million ransom paid to the Japanese Red 
Army members may be retriev ed, the encou ragement of 
fu tu re terrorism "is something y ou don’t get back , and 
this is the really frightening loss," said H. Anthony 
Cooper, professor of criminal ju stice at American 
Univ ersity . 
"This (loss) is something for which we hav e not fou nd 
the answer,” Cooper told the 48 th annu al conv ention of 
the International Association of Chiefs of Police. 
Solu tions mu st be fou nd by law enforcement officials 
themselv es, he told sev eral hu ndred police chiefs at a 
work shop. "One of the problems is to think that someone 
in Washington is bu sy work ing away on the problem .*. . 
ladies and gentlemen, there ain’t no su ch beast,’’ Cooper 
declared. 
Cooper appeared at the meeting along with Irv ing 


Goldaber, a Brook ly n College sociologist. The two are 
consu ltants to the IACP, training heads of law en­ 
forcement agencies in dealing with hostage-tak ers. 
Cooper did not agree with a statem ent that the 
Japanese gov ernment had adv ertised its willingness to 
pay terrorists large ransoms. 
“ They hav e done what any one schooled in the martial 
arts wou ld do—they hav e chosen to bow with the wind 
rather than break ,” he said. Bu t he said this was not 
necessarily a precedent, adding, "1 feel that the Japanese 
gov ernment will act with far greater freedom in the 
fu tu re.” 
Cooper remark ed that the conference was being held at 
a "disappointing tim e" becau se of su ccessfu l terrorist 
operations since the Israeli raid that freed hostages at 
Uganda’s Entebbe Airport. 
“ We had appeared at the time to hav e gained a mastery 
ov er those who were challenging the power of the 
legitimate forces of law and order throu ghou t the world," 
he said. 


Calif ano asks 
federal drug

WASHINGTON (AP) - HEW 
Secretary Joseph A. Califano Jr.,

day called for a “ top-to-bottom, 
thorou gh ov erhau l" of the federal 
dru g law to lift the secrecy from 
gov e rnm e nt proc e e d ings and 
streamline the process for getting 
new dru gs on the mark et and tak ing 
dangerou s ones off. 
In a speech prepared for Ralph 
Nader’s Pu blic Citizen Foru m, the 
secretary of health, edu cation and 
welfare criticized phy sicians for 
writing too many wastefu l and u n­ 
necessary prescriptions. And he said 
the Food and Dru g Administration 
shou ld help edu cate consu mers abou t 
the dru gs they tak e and their poten­ 
tial hazards.

Police chase: necessary, 
but always dangerous 
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SACRAMENTO (A P) - The 
proposal to build the Sundesert 
nuclear power plant in southeastern 
California should get the go-ahead to 
take it halfway through a three-y ear 
state rev iew, the Energy Commis­ 
sion staff say s. 
The staff • report Tuesday rec­ 
ommended approv al — with condi­ 
tions — of San Diego Gas 
Si Electric 
Co.’s proposal to build the two- 
reactor complex near Bly the. 
Approv al of the notice of intent 
would not OK construction of the 
$2.3-billion plant on Palo Verdes 
Mesa. It would trigger another 18- 
month study before a final decision. 
But acceptance of the staff report 
means acceptance of SDG&E’s 
proposal that the energy from the 
plant is needed. A decision by a com­ 
mittee of the commission is due Nov . 
3, and a full commission decision is 
due Dec. 21. 
Then, unless alternativ es like coal, 
oil or geothermal are feasible, a 
recently passed law would allow the 
Legislature to giv e the final go-ahead 
nex t spring. 
The staff concluded that the 
electricity from the 1,8 6 0-megawatt 
complex is needed in Southern 
California in the mid-19 8 0s and "The 
proposed plant will be generally safe 
and reliable. " 
But Loy d Forrest, commission ex ­ 
ecutiv e director, said: 
‘ ‘The staff recommendation is 
neither clear cut nor bey ond dispute 
due to the complex ity of the matter. 
We hav e conditioned it by further 
study and the fact the application for 
the certification phase of the ap­ 
prov al process will giv e the public 
the opportunity 4 to further ex plore 
questions about the plant. ’ 
The staff recommendation would 
approv e SDG&E’s primary site, 16 
miles southwest of Bly the in Riv er­ 
side County . Alternativ e sites were 
Palo Verde in Riv erside County and 


Milpitas Wash in Imperial C°unty ; A 
fourth proposed site, outside 
Commission authority , is Parker 
Valley , Ariz. 
The staff also r e c om m en d ed that . 
—The C om m i s s i on 
ex am ine 
whether participants in the ^ < * * 1 
including Los Angeles Department of 
Water and Power and a number of 
other Southern California agencies 
hav e considered solar power and 
conserv ation measures to lessen the 
energy requirements. 
—SDG&E reduce its share of the 
plant from 50 per cent to 33 per cent 
SDG&E’s capability of financing 
such a large project has been 
questioned at hearings. 
—Further env ironmental studies 
• be done on proposed transmission 
line routes. 
, 
—The commission further study 
nuclear safety and reliability issues 
as required by state law. 


The staff opposed a proposed tran­ 
smission route across Imperia 
County because of its en v iro n men tal 
impact. 
It found acceptable, with some ex ­ 
ceptions, 
SDG&E’s 
preferred 
northern corridor and Dev ers-to- 
Rainbow corridor for two 500- 
kilowatt transmission lines. 


SDG&E, which submitted its 
notice of intent on Sundesert in J une 
1976, proposes to begin operating the 
first reactor in 1984. 
Sundesert is the first nuclear plant 
proposed since 19 7 4 legislation 
created the Energy Commission 
with sole authority ov er power plants 
in the state. 
But that authority could be short- 
circuited by the Legislature because 
last y ear’s nuclear regulatory laws 
hav e clamped a de-facto moratorium 
on future nuclear plants. 
California’s nuclear regulatory 
laws of 19 76 ban new construction un­ 
less the Legislature accepts Energy 
Commission findings that spent fuel 
can be reprocessed and radioactiv e 
wastes can be stored. 
But President Carter’s reluctance 
to proceed with reprocessing has 
made a moratorium out of the state s 
laws 
Under the recent law backed by 
SDG&E, the Legislature could ap 
prov e construction of Sundesert if 
the commission finds, in a J an. 16 
report, that the energy is needed and 
there are no alternativ es. The staff 
report noted that the commission 
will continue to study oil, coal and 
geothermal as alternativ es to 
nuclear at Bly the. 


Civil rights case lawyers, 
may collect public reward 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Thrilling 
police chases with tires squealing 
and red lights flashing might be fun 
in mov ies and on telev ision, but in 
real life they can end tragically . 
In two Los Angeles incidents 
within four day s’ time, children were 
struck and killed by v ehicles fleeing 
patrol cars. 
"It’s tragic, but this sort of thing 
happens so rarely that it’s not 
enough to necessitate any change in 
our policy ," said Asst. Police Chief 
Dary l Gates following the two 


The policy , drawn up in 1971 and 
rev ised sev eral times since, states. 
“ A pursuit shall be discontinued 
when there is a dear danger to the 
public or to the pursuing officers. A 
clear danger ex ists when speed 
dangerously ex ceeds the normal flow 
of traffic, or when pedestrian or 
v ehicular traffic necessitates unsafe 
maneuv ering of the v ehicle." 
Most chases, Gates stressed, end 
without incident. Out of 78 6 pursuits 
in Los Angeles last y ear, only 37 ac­ 
cidents resulted, a rate of less than 
four percent, he said. 
A study done for the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Administra­ 
tion found that, out of an estimated 
250,000 police pursuits each y ear, 
between 6 ,000 and 8 ,000 result in 
crashes, killing 300 to 400 persons 
and injuring 2,500 to 5,000. 
"You’v e got to remember that it 
isn’t the police that initiate the pur­ 
suits," Gates said. “ The pursuits are 
initiated by those who want to es­ 
cape. Ty pically , this is an indiv idual 
who really doesn’t hav e any regard 


for other driv ers or for pedestrians. 
According to the NHTSA study , 
men under 24 with poor driv ing 
records are the most likely to flee 
police. Furthermore, 15 percent of 
those inv olv ed in chases were driv ­ 
ing without a v alid license, and more 
than half had had their licenses 
rev oked or suspended. , 
Critics of chase policies say 
persons wanted for misdemeanors 
such as minor traffic v iolations 
should not be pursued if the chase 
would endanger innocent liv es. 
"Obv iously , if a guy is just double- 
parked for a couple of minutes, it 
isn’t worth risking any body ’s life 
ov er," commented Fred Okrand of 
the Los Angeles chapter of the 
American Civ il Liberties Union. 
In one of the chases, Hajah 
Faraidy , the 12-y ear-old daughter of 
a Saudi Arabian diplomat, died Sept. 
24 in a three-car crash on the Santa 
Monica Freeway . The auto in which 
she was riding was rammed from 
behind by one being chased by police. 
The other child who died was 8 
y ear-old J oe Mena, who was waiting 
for his mother, Erolinda Carranza, 
outside a San Fernando Valley super­ 
market Sept. 27 when a pursued car 
careened across the parking lot and 
struck him. 
"I really don’t believ e y ou can 
hav e a policy that will eliminate 
those kinds of accidents," Cy press 
Police Capt. J erry Shumart com­ 
mented after another chase in his 
suburban jurisdiction left two inno­ 
cent motorists dead and two injured. 
Gates also noted that the hair- 
raising police chases and roadblocks 


depicted in such films as "The 
French Connection" rarely occur 
He pointed out a section of the 
policy that states: "There shall be no 
attempts by police units to stop pur­ 
sued suspects by ‘box ing in. 
‘heading off,’ or driv ing alongside 
the pursued v ehicle. " 
Also, the policy say s officers 
generally must not chase a car the 
wrong way on a freeway and no 
multi-unit "carav ans" of patrol cars 
shall chase a fleeing suspect. Chases 
are limited to a primary unit and one 
back-up unit. 
The California Highway Patrol, 
whose chase procedures are similar 
to those of Los Angeles police, also 
discourages carav ans. "We attempt 
to limit the numbers of units as part 
of our policy ," Lt. Ken Rude said. 
Howev er, he said, the CHP will use 
their cars in roadblocks in some in­ 
stances. 
"If the pursued v ehicle is going at 
a low speed, blocking is okay ," he ex ­ 
planed. But no attempt is made to 
stop a rushing v ehicle capable of 
sending ex pensiv e patrol cars fly ing 
like matchsticks.

, . . the flow of adrenalin is so high 
and people get so key ed up that it’s 
sometimes v ery difficult to make the 
decision that say s Hey , I’v e gone far 
enough.’ " 


Learning to io ve 
men with a badge 


REDWOOD CITY (AP) - The offbeat course is called 
"I Lov e a Cop" and it’s designed to help wiv es and 
girlfriends of policemen do just that. 
Offered for the first time at Canada College, the class 
has become an instant hit with policemen s mates from 
the San Francisco area and has gained the support of 
sev eral police agencies. 
It took just a few day s after the class was adv ertised to 
fill its roster and the waiting list for nex t semester is 
already long. 
"I Lov e a Cop" is popular simply because cops are so 
hard to lov e, say s Ellen Anderson, the 38 -y ear-old psy ­ 
chotherapist who runs the ciass. 
"When a rookie cop graduates from the police 
academy ," she say s, "his wife or girlfriend may get a 
corsage - but that’s often the last time any one in the 
department pay s any attention to her.” 
And like the fictional cops in J oseph Wambaugh’s "The 
Choir Boy s," police wiv es need to hav e soul searching 
sessions — choir practices — to air their own special 
problems. 
Mrs Anderson, the wife of a police psy chologist, say s 
the aim of "1 Lov e a Cop" is to fill that v oid of silence, to 
giv e the wiv es a “ room, chairs to sit on — and the 
emotional space to share their ex periences in an at­ 
mosphere of trust and support." 
She say s cops balk at hashing out their job-related ten­ 
sions and frustrations with their wiv es because they don t 
want to "contaminate the little woman. 
As a result, say s Mrs. Anderson, police wiv es often 
must cope in "desperation and isolation 
with family 
troubles spawned by their husband’s own cop hang ups 
"Policemen are alway s running into their own bad sides 
out there in the streets," she say s, "...and that can lead to 
destructiv e behav ior against lov ed ones unless it is 


re*Sf1cers are nev er off-duty and the pressures of that 
situation affect ev ery one in the family .”

SAN DIEGO (AP) - Edward 
Grady Partin, the powerful business 
manager of a Louisiana Teamsters 
local whose testimony helped conv ict 
former Teamsters boss J ames Hof- 
fa, has been conv icted of three 
counts of conspiracy to obstruct 
justice. 
Partin was charged with hiding 
two witnesses against him in a 1972 
obstruction of justice trial in 
Houston, Tex as. Partin was acquit­ 
ted in that case, which dealt with an 
alleged threat against former 
Teamster official Wade McClanahan 
in 19 70. 
The two witnesses — Richard 
Baker and Claude Roberson — had 
earlier told a federal grand jury Ln 
New O rleans that they had 
ov erheard the threat. 
Testimony in the trial, which 
resulted in Tuesday ’s conv iction, in­ 
dicated Baker stay ed at a hunting 
camp in south Louisiana with one 
teamster and that Roberson stay ed 
out of sight at a motel and horse 
ranch in southern Oklahoma during 
October 19 72. 
Partin was the principal gov ­ 
ernment witness in the jury - 
tampering trial of J ames Hoffa in 
the 19 6 0s. 
Partin faces a max imum eight- 
y ear sentence imposed in an earlier 
trial in Alex andria, La., by federal 
J udge Nauman Scott. That conv ic­ 
tion was ov erturned by the U.S. Fifth 
Circuit Court of Appeals in New 
Orleans. 


Changing 
standards 
could hurt 
minorities 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - Proposed 
Univ ersity of California admissions 
standards Increasing the weight 
giv en to test scores would hav e dis­ 
qualified a substantial number of 
minorities, the univ ersity say s. 
If the standards had been in effect 
in 19 76 , 23 blacks, or 8 .8 per cent of 
the total number of blacks admitted, 
and 25 Mex ican-Americans, or 6 .7 
per cent, would hav e been ineligible 
for regular admission, say s a UC 
study rev ealed Tuesday . 
For the entire first-y ear class, 26 5 
students, or 1.9 per cent, would hav e 
been ineligible. 
But a top UC official say s the 
figures don’t mean minority en­ 
rollment will drop if the standards 
are adopted, in part because they 
will make some minorities eligible 
who weren’t before. 
Howev er, protest from minority 
groups is ex pected when the regents 
consider the standards Oct. 20-21 in 
San Francisco. 
Eligibility is now based almost 
solely on high school grades. But 
high schools hav e been criticized for 
"grade inflation,” an increase in 
av erages while scores on standard­ 
ized tests decline. 
So the UC Academic Senate has 
proposed placing greater reliance on 
standardized test scores for appli­ 
cants at the lower range 
of 
eligibility , starting in 1979 . 
The effect would be to require high 
school students with a B av erage — 
3.0 to 3.03 on a 4-point scale — to get 
a higher score on the Scholastic Ap­ 
titude T e st of E n glish and 
mathematics than they now need to 
qualify for admission. 
At the same time, students with 
slightly lower av erages, in the 2.8 5 or 
2.9 range, could qualify with high 
SAT scores, an av enue that isn’t open 
to them now.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - The 
state Supreme Court has ruled that 
lawy ers who successfully try cases 
that hav e wide benefits to citizens 
may be awarded reasonable legal 
fees by California courts. 
The high court ruled Tuesday that 
a lawy er acting as a "priv ate at­ 
torney general" may receiv e at­ 
torney fees from the state. 
The 5-2 decision upheld a Los 
Angeles Superior Court ruling that 
awarded $8 00,000 to law firms which 
represented J ohn Serrano J r. and 
others in the Serrano v ersus Priest 
public school financing litigation. 


That 1968 lawsuit led to the 19 76 
California Supreme Court decision 
which found the state’s public school 
financing sy stem inv alid. 
The Supreme Court said the at­ 
torney s’ efforts resulted in the 
protection of constitutional rights 


which benefited a large num ber^ 


^ h e trial court had awanfed 
$400,000 to Public Adv ocates Inc. and 
« 400 ooo to the Western Center on 
Law and Pov erty , two groups receiv ­ 
ing public or tax -ex empt charitable 
funding. 
A dissent by J ustice William Clark 
said courts are neither equipped nor 
empowered to award attorney feesin 
such a situation. 
J ohn McDermott, Western Center 
on Law and Pov erty , hailed the deci­ 
sion as "the single biggest boon to 
public interest law that has ev er 
taken place in California." 
The 19 76 Serrano-Priest decision 
affirmed the 1974 Superior Court rul­ 
ing the school financing sy stem was 
inv alid because it v iolated equal 
protection under the state constitu­ 
tion. It also ordered school finance 
reform within six y ears.

Influenza vaccine 
SACRAMENTO (AP) - The state Health Department 
say s influenza v accine is to be distributed to county 
health departments this month. 
Health Director J erome Lackner said Tuesday the ship­ 
ments will amount to 200,000 doses, which are recom­ 
mended for high-risk persons, mainly chronically ill 
adults and children, and persons ov er 55 who are not 
allergic to the shots. 
This y ear’s v accine contains A-Victoria-7 5 and B-Hong 
Kong-7 2 v iruses, the prev ailing strains this flu season, 
which generally runs from Nov ember through March. 
He said that befo e being v accinated, patients must 
read and sign statements ex plaining the benefits as well 
as the risks. 
Immunizations also are av ailable from priv ate doctors. 


Black's Beach 
SAN DIEGO (AP) - A v ote on banning nudity at Black’s 
Beach was delay ed until later today by the City Council 
after hearing a barrage of arguments from supporters. 
A ballot proposition to prohibit all nudity on city 
beaches was approv ed by San Diego v oters two weeks 
ago. Council members, as a result, were ex pected to res­ 
cind their 1974 resolution setting aside Black’s as "swim­ 
suit optional.” 


Civil defense study 
LONG BEACH (AP) — The National Security Council 
has ordered a study of the nation’s civ il defense because 
surv iv al rates in a nuclear attack could become a factor 
in U.S.-Sov iet arms negotiations, say s an aide to Presi­ 
dent Carter. 
Greg Schneiders said Tuesday that civ il defense could 
be a significant point in the Strategic Arms Limitations 
Talks.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — The 2nd District Court of A p 
peal has ruled that California’s law forbidding adv ertising 
of ey eglasses is unconstitutional. 
The ruling, issued last Sept. 15 and made public Tues- 
day , comes in the wake of two federal court decisions 
ov erturning similar adv ertising bans. 
The appellate court ruled that Terminal-Hudson 
Electronics of California was correct in challenging the 
adv ertising prohibitions.

Mayor James H. Gray Sr. and City 
Commissioner Mary Young battled 
each other into an Oct. 18 runoff in 
the first election since a federal 
judge ordered the city s voting di- 
tricts redrawn to correct alleged 
racial discriminaton. 
Mrs Young, a 3 4-year-old black at- 
torney. had filed the discrimination 
suit three years ago.

Jackson, 39, who was first won of-

black vote in Atlanta, which is 55 per 
cent black. 
He conceded he got only slightly 
more than 25 per cent of the white 
vote.

TV violence 
changes 


I 
concludes 
demande 


A report on television 
violence and juvenile 
crime presented to the Los 
Angdles County Board of 
Education concludes that 
there is “ good reason for 
demanding changes” in 
television programming. 
Presented by Chief Dep­ 
uty Supt. E. Maylon Drake, 
the seven-page report sum­ 
marizes the reasons the 
Los Angeles County Super­ 
intendent of Schools office 
has taken the position that 
prevailing concentration of 
violence on television is 
detrimental to school-age 
children 
“ One of the major con­ 
cerns of those involved in 
television violence re­ 
search is the blase, unfeel­ 
ing attitude many children 
develop toward violent 
acts, due to the number of 
such acts they are exposed 
to on television,” the re­ 
port states. 
It further notes “ the typ- 


ical child, upon high school 
graduation, will have wit­ 
nessed over 100,000 violent 
acts, 13,000 of which w ill be 
fatal shootings, knifings, 
beatings, poisonings, etc.” 


The report, “ Television 
Violence and Its Relation­ 
ship to Aggressive Be­ 
havior,” was prepared by 
the county school office 
staff in response to a July 
12 motion of the county 
Board of Supervisors that 
the impact of television 
violence upon children 
should be reviewed by the 
County Superintendent of 
Sch ools, Rich ard M. 
Clowes. 


In a letter to the county 
supervisor, Clowes wrote: 
“ It is the position of this of­ 
fice that continued empha­ 
sis on violence in televis­ 
ion programming is detri­ 
mental to children, to the 
educational process, and 
the development of re- 


sponsible citizenship in a 
free society.” 
Clowes noted that in one 
evening of standard tele­ 
vision fare, a viewer wit­ 
nesses more violence than 
the average person sees in 
a lifetim e. Although a 
casual relationship be­ 
tween this violence and ju­ 
venile crime cannot be sci­ 
entifically established, he 
added, studies indicate 
that television violence 
stimulates aggressive be­ 


havior in children. 


The report, presented to 
the county board of educa­ 
tion, concludes that a pas­ 
sive attitude toward tele­ 
vision programming is not 
acceptable. Quoting from a 
1975 study of the problem. 
“ Television Violence and 
the Child,” by Douglass 
Cater and Stephen Strick­ 
land, the report closes with 
the warning: “ . . . to do 
nothing is to do some­ 
thing.”

The Los Ang eles Cou nty Board of 
Su perv isors beg an a search today for 
a su ccessor to cou nty Assessor 
Philip E. Watson. 
Watson is resig ning his *49,500 a 
y ear job in December. 
The cou nty retirement board 
beg an consideration of his claim for 
disability . Watson contends his re­ 
cent heart ailment was cau sed by the 
pressu re of his job. If the retirement 
board ag rees, he will be paid $25,000 
a y ear, tax free, for the rest of his 
life. 
The su perv isors, who hav e been 
condu cting a ru nning battle with 
Watson for the past 1*4 y ears, Tu es­ 
day set the format for finding some­ 
one to su cceed the cou nty assessor.

Paint sate protest 
Chino amends spray can law

The Chino City Cou ncil Tu esday 
nig ht amended a recently passed 
anti-g raffiti ordinance that reg u lates 
the sale and distribu tion of aerosal 
spray paint cans in the city . 
Police Chief Gerald Doy le 
reported local m erchants had 
objected to an ordinance section that 
prohibited the sale of spray paint 
cans from self-help and self-serv ice 
cou nters. 
The ordinance had also prohibited 
the sale of spray paint to minors and 
made possession of su ch cans by 
ju v eniles a criminal act. 
Merchants who testified Tu esday 
nig ht did not object to the section 
which prohibits the sale and posses­ 
sion by minors. They were concerned 
that city officials wou ld force them 
to pu t spray paint cans u nder lock 
and key . They claimed this wou ld be 
ex pensiv e. 
The cou ncil, on a 3-2 v ote, ag reed 
to amend the ordinance to allow 
spray paint to continu e to be sold 
from self-serv ice cou nters prov ided 
the cou nters are u nder direct su per­ 
v ision of store employ ees. 
Doy le said he was opposed to 
amending the ordinance becau se it 
wou ld “water it down to the point of 
making it ineffectiv e.” 
He said police were concerned that 
once the sale of spray paint to 
minors becomes illeg al in Chino the 


incidence of shoplifting will in­ 
crease. 
• 
“It cou ld become a problem. Kids 
may try and shoplift the stu ff. In 
sane circles* it wou ld ev en be like a , 
merit badg e to steal spray paint, 
Dov le commented. 
Merchants, howev er, disag reed 
with the police chief’s analy sis. They 
said shoplifting of spray paint had 
nev er before been a problem and 
that merchants cou ld self-police 
themselv es to prev ent it. They said 
present shoplifting laws were 
adequ ate to control the situ ation. 
“We find that the anti-g raffiti or­ 
dinance g oes too far," said merchant 
Barry Johnson. He su pported the 
prohibition of minors possessing 
sprav paint, bu t said, he wou ld be 
forced to sell his stock of spray 
paint if anamendment were not 
passed. 
Johnson said that a series of 
rewards shou ld be offered to help in 
the apprehension of g raffiti of­ 
fenders. 
The idea of rewards, howev er, did 
not meet approv al by Cou ncil 
member Eileen Carter. 
“Rewards hav en’t cau g ht cold­ 
blooded mu rderers in this town. " she 
said, allu ding to hu g e rewards of­ 
fered after two chu rch workers in 
Chino were slain by u nidentified 
g u nmen in 1976. 
Mrs. Carter, who strong ly opposed 
amending the ordinance, also had 


some harsh words for some area 
merchants. “ Some of them are 
chronic complainers,” she said. 
The cou ncilwoman said she was 
disappointed that area bu sinessmen 
had not taken the lead in try ing to 
prev ent g raffiti in the city and 
claimed merchants cou ld not pre­ 
v ent shoplifting as they claimed they 
cou ld 
Cou ncilman Ang el Martinez also 
opposed the anti-g raffiti amend­ 
ment, bu t for different reasons. He 
sy mpathized with the concerns of 
merchants and said adopting the or­ 
dinance in the first place may hav e 
been a mistake. 
“I’m not v ery happy with this (or­ 
dinance).” he said “I’m a big 
believ er in people g ov erning 
themselv es.” 
Cou ncilmen Pete Garcia and 
Leonard Frketich joined with May or 
Bob McLeod in su pporting the anti­ 
g raffiti ordinance amendment 
The new wording will allow Chino 
merchants to sell spray paint from 
u nlocked display s, bu t makes it u n­ 
lawfu l to sell the paint from any self- 
serv ice or self-help cou nter that is 
not constantly su perv ised by store 
personnel ” 
May or Bob McLeod recommended 
Doy le inv estig ate the effect of the or­ 
dinance and report back to the City 
Cou ncil at a later date. 
If the amendment is u nsu ccessfu l, 
McLeod indicated the cou ncil mig ht 
make the law more string ent.

In separate presentations to the 
board, APT Ex ecu tiv e Secretary Del 
Pfeifer and APT President Stev e 
Enoch accu sed the district of ad­ 
ministrativ e incompetence in both 
areas. 
Pfeifer told tru stees that sev eral 
district teachers had receiv ed letters 
from the personnel office informing 
them that they had not met the dis­ 
trict requ irements for special train­ 
ing in minority awareness. Pfeifer 
said that in many instances the let­ 
ters were completely incorrect and 
. that letters of a “threatening and in­ 
timidating ” natu re had been sent to 
teachers who had completely met 
the district requ irements and, in 
some cases, g one far bey ond district 
requ irements. 
In some cases, Pfeifer alleg ed, let­ 
ters had been sent to teachers who 
had helped dev elop and certify the 
prog rams themselv es. 
Pfeifer said the teachers had been 
told they wou ld be reev alu ated for 
their perform ances last y ear 
becau se they had not met the requ ir- 
ment and the new ev alu ation wou ld 
be an u nsatisfactory one. 
Su ch a retroactiv e ev alu ation, he 
said, was in v iolation of the contract 
between the APT and the district. 
The letter g av e teachers u ntil Feb. 
1,197 8 to come into compliance with 


the reg u lations, ev en thou g h many 
had already done so, said Pfeifer. He 
added that the letters had also been 
placed u nju stly in the personnel files 
of the teachers inv olv ed 
“There has been no coordination 
between the site school, Interg rou p 
or the personnel office in sending ou t 
these letters,” said Pfeifer. 
Enoch was less kind in presenting

Leg islatu re. 
Hahn is attempting to standardize 
au to insu rance rates across the state 
rather than maintaining the present 
sy stem in which residents of inner 
cities where more accidents occu r 
pay more for au to insu rance than 
su bu rbanites. 
Cou ncilman Phil Wax blasted 
Hahn’s plan as u nfair, citing fig u res 
of from 15 to 35 per cent hikes in au to 
insu rance costs for v alley residents 
if Hahn’s measu re were passed by 
the Leg islatu re Su bu rban driv ers 
now hav e better driv ing records with 
fewer accidents than inner city 


dwellers. This is reflected in rates 
paid annu ally , with ou tly ing 
metropolitan residents pay ing su b­ 
stantially lower rates. 
“It’s totally u nfair for g ood driv ers 
to su bsidize insu rance for bad driv ­ 
ers,” Wax said. He added that Hahn 
has attempted to force su bu rbanites 
to pay for inner city needs for y ears. 
“I’m tired of it,” Wax said. 
The cou ncil ag reed u nanimou sly to 
write official city letters to Su per­ 
v isor Pete Schabaru m, who repre­ 
sents the v alley , local state as­ 
sembly men and senators 
u rg ing 
defeat of Hahn’s proposed leg isla­ 
tion.

A stu dy by the Ran d Co rp . has drawn o n e o f the 
mo st u sefu l p ro files o f the crimin al p erso n ality 
we’v e seen , Parado x ically , there’s little chan ce o f 
p u ttin g this in fo rmatio n to co n stru ctiv e u se. 
In a case stu dy o f 49 co n v icted armed ro bbers in 
Califo rn ia, the researchers fo u n d that there are two 
ty p es o f o ffen ders: “in ten siv e” o r hardco re p ro fes­ 
sio n al crimin als an d “in termitten t” o r amateu r 
crimin als. 
It is the hardco re v ariety so ciety has to wo rry 
abo u t an d the majo rity o f the habitu al felo n s in the 
stu dy said n o thin g co u ld hav e sto p p ed them fro m 
takin g u p a life o f crime — n o t the certain ty o f be­ 
in g cau g ht, n o t lo n g er sen ten ces, n o t harsher p riso n 
treatmen t. 
The differen ces between in ten siv e an d in termit­ 
ten t crimin als sho w u p in childho o d, say the 
researchers. Bo th ty p es, ho wev er, ten d to beco me 
less crimin ally activ e as they g ro w o lder. 
Thu s the stu dy ’s su g g estio n that if we co u ld iden ­ 
tify in ten siv e crimin als early in life an d lo ck them 
u p du rin g their mo st activ e y ears, this mig ht do 
mo re to redu ce crime than an y rehabilitatio n o r 
p rev en tio n effo rts. 
Altho u g h the stu dy u sed o n ly a v ery tin y samp lin g 
o f the n atio n ’s p riso n p o p u latio n , its au tho rs believ e 
their fin din g s are sig n ifican t an d warran t fu rther 
in v estig atio n . 
We thin k so , to o , becau se we certain ly can t see

Fo r o n e thin g , there is the p ro blem o f iden tify in g 
the bu ddin g hardco re crimin al. As the stu dy itself 
p o in ts o u t, the p ro fessio n al is fiv e times less likely 
than the amateu r to be arrested an d “a meag er 
arrest reco rd o ften disg u ises a v ery activ e an d 
dan g ero u s crimin al.’’

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WASHINGTON - Not long ago, 
the General Services Administration 
cheerfully supplied the Soviet em­ 
bassy with an “ Inventory and Sum­ 
mary ” of some of the Pentagon s 
most sensitive computer locations. 
The obliging GSA volunteered, in 
the spirit of detente, that its staff 
would be “ happy to assist you if 
there are any questions.” No doubt 
the Soviets are curious about the 
secret computers, which track ship 
movements on the high seas and 
provide the J oint Chiefs with critical 
information about major weapons 
systems. 
Some experts fear that the com­ 
puter sites lack adequate controls 
and that top-secret messages might 
be intercepted. As early as 19 74, the 
Sy stems Development Corporation 
warned that the computers “ contain 
security deficiencies” and that “ the 
entire sy stem is vulnerable. ” 
Our investigation has established, 
in fact, that various federal agencies 
furnish the Soviets with a massive 
volume of technical information. 
This amounts to over-the-counter es­ 
pionage, with the cordial cooperation 
of the U.S. government 


Through this mass espionage ef­ 
fort, the Soviets dredge up tons of 
raw information. "I would guess 9 0 
percent of it is worthless,” one U.S. 
official told us. “ But it’s the remain­ 
ing 10 percent that worries us.” 


Here’s how it works: The two 
governments have agreed to ex­ 
change “ official” publications. Each 


year, the United States delivers 
between 10,000 and 12,000 govern­ 
ment documents to the Lenin State 
Library in Moscow. The Soviet 
Union, in turn, sends a similar ship­ 
ment of Russian periodicals to the 
library of Congress in Washington. 
In quality if not quantity, the 
Soviets benefit the most from the ex­ 
change. These are docum ents, 
however, that neither side regards as 
sensitive. But the Soviets also 
receive from Washington a monthly 
master list of all nonclassified docu­ 
ments that the federal government 
publishes. Some contain details that 
would be classified in any other 
country, such as the location of the 
computer terminals. 
The master list is indexed so the 
Soviets can easily determine which * 
additional publications might con­ 
tain valuable information. Soviet 
agents may purchase these directly 
or use surrogates to allay suspicion. 
Here are a few incidents we have un­ 
covered: 
— Two Soviet officials made 
separate approaches recently to the 
Office of Technology Assessment for 
a report on nuclear proliferation. 
They also asked to be put on the 
mailing list. Now all this office’s 
reports are delivered to the Soviet 
embassy by the mailman. 
— Czechoslovakia and Hungary 
quietly signed up for 10,000 selective 
reports each year from the National 
Technical Information Service. The 
two countries are completely under 
Soviet domination; both were put on 


the mailing list. 
— Soviet representatives arranged 
with the Geological Survey Office to 
send detailed m aps, survey s, 
geological data and other informa­ 
tion to “ academ ies” and “ in­ 
stitutes” in Moscow. The agency 
happily complied. 
— The*6oviets feceive the official 
Patent Gazette, a weekly publica­ 
tion, which lists all the new patents 
granted by the government. Agents 
can pick up the specific patents that 
interest them. 
The locations of the computer sitej 
were listed in an obscure publication 
entitled “ Inventory and Summary of 
Federal ADP Activities.” But the, 
document wasn’t so obscure that the 
Soviets missed it. The General Ser­ 
vices Administratipn received a 
polite letter from the Soviet embas- 
gy. 
“ I shall appreciate it very much,” 
wrote an embassy official, “ if you 
can spare a copy of your recent 
publication, ‘Inventory and Sum­ 
mary of Federal ADP Activities. 
Thanking you in advance for your 
cooperation.” The sensitive docu­ 
ment was mailed to the embassy , 
with an accompanying “ happy to as­ 
sist” letter. 
• 
The General Accounting Office, 
meanwhile, warned the Pentagon in 
19 75 and again in 19 76 that the 
security of this computer sy stem 
was inadequate. This caused Reps. 
J ohn Moss, D-Calif., and Charles 
Rose, D-N.C., to question the Pen­ 
tagon about the security problems.

WASHINGTON (NEA) — A lot 
could change over the next few 
months, but right now it looks as 
though President Carter has only two 
chances of steering his Panama 
Canal treaties through the Senate in­ 
tact. slim and none. 
This is not a prediction that the 
Senate, come J anuary or February, 
will refuse to consent to ratification 
of the twin pacts hammered out by 
Carter’s representatives and the 
Panamanians after 13 y elrs of on- 
and-off negotiations. 
But it seems increasingly probable 
that a swing bloc of uncommitted 
se n a tor s w ill dem and som e 
modifications of the new treaties 
before they will provide the votes 
needed for approval by two-thirds of 
£$10 Scnâ tc 
Administration officials have 
known from the outset that the 
domestic political fight over the new 
treaties might prove even more dif­ 
ficult than the negotiations with 
Panama. And their worst fears have 
been amply realized. 
Even without prompting, public 
opinion has been running heavily 
against the new treaties. A coalition 
of conservative groups is now doing 
its best to deepen citizen opposition 
and focus it directly on the 30 or so 
senators who are undecided about 
ratification. 
If they were acting in a vacuum, 
many of those senators might well be 
swayed by the detailed, cogently 
argued case for the new treaties 


which the State Department. J oint 
Chiefs of Staff and other administra­ 
tion witnesses began outlining to the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
on Sept. 26. 
But senators do not act in a 
vacuum. They read their mail — or 
at least count the letters ” for” .an(i 
“ against.” They watch the polls. 
They stew about the next election. 
And that is why they are looking 
for a way to save face, politically , 
befofe they will risk their necks with 
an unpoular vote in support of the 
treaties. 
Carter and his advisers understand 
the situation. At the opening day of 
the Foreign Relations Committee 
hearings, Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance carefully avoided slamming 
the door on the possibility of 
modifications to the treaties. 
But what the administration is 
desperately anxious to discourage 
are any changes by the Senate that 
could require U.S. and Panamanian 
negotiators to return to the bargain­ 
ing table. 
There are essentially four way s of 
modifying the treaties which have 
already been signed by the U .S. and 
Panama — two which are acceptable 
to Carter, and two which are not. 
The Foreign Relations Committee 
and-or the Senate couid vote for the 
treaties as drafted but adopt a 
separate report detailing the U .S. in­ 
terpretation of crucial but am­ 
biguous sections of the pacts, such as 
those guaranteeing the canal’s per­ 
manent neutrality. Such a step would 


be acceptable to Carter but would 
have no legally binding impact on 
Panama. 
Alternately, the Senate could at­ 
tach to the treaties themselves cer­ 
tain “ understandings” that likewise 
spell out the U.S. interpretation of 
cloudy points. Under international 
law, these “ understandings” would 
in effect become qprt of the treaties 
them selves 
unless specifically 
rejected by Panama. 
Vance hinted the administration 
would not object to the attachment of 
“ understandings," but he left no 
doubt that Carter will vehemently 
oppose the other two options: 
“ reservations” or “ amendments.” 
With the first of these, the Senate 
would vote to ratify the treaty except 
for certain enumerated sections. 
Under the second approach, the 
Senate would actually amend the 
treaty language. Either technique 
would require the concurrence o f 
Panama — which is precisely-what 
the administration fears. 
These canal treaties are nearly as 
controversial in Panama as they are 
in the United States, and citizens of 
that nation will vote on the pacts Oct. 
23 in a national plebiscite. 
Carter is trapped in an extremely 
tricky dilemma. On the one hand, he 
will probably have to accept substan­ 
tial modifications in the treaties to 
win enough votes for Senate ratifica­ 
tion. But if the changes go too far, 
they may w ell be rejected by 
Panama.

Do o r open for b rief time 
Russ dissidents 
told to get out 


MOSCOW (AP) - The 
Sov iet Union is suddenly 
encouraging, ev en pushing, 
dissidents to leav e the 
country as two major dates 
approach cm the political 
calendar. 
The first is nex t month’s 
35 -nation Belgrade con­ 
ference, where Western 
delegations are ex pected to 
accuse Moscow of not liv ­ 
ing up to East-West hu­ 
man rights agreements 
signed at a summit con­ 
ference in Helsinki, 
Finland, in 1975. The other 
is the 6 0th anniv ersary 
Nov . 7 of R u s s i a’s 
Bolshev ik Rev olution, a 
date already billed here as 
a m ilestone of Sov iet 
national unity . 
In the past sev eral 
months, about 15 leading 
figures in the Sov iet dissi­ 
dent mov ement hav e 
receiv ed permission to 
leav e the country in what 
seems to be a pattern of en­ 
couraging dissidents to get 
out. Non-conformist artists 
and other intellectuals also 
are getting ex it v isas in ad- 
dition to “ hardcore” 
political dissidents. 
“ You had better go now 
because the door will be 
closing soon,’’ one dissi­ 
dent said he was told by a 
KGB security police of­ 
ficial. “ J ust before Nov . 7 
we are going to seal this 
country up and y ou may 
not get out for a long 
time.” 
One of the departing dis­ 
sidents, Moscow computer 
scientist Valentin Turchin, 
applied to leav e temporari­ 
ly but was told Aug. 30 he 
should leav e for good. 
Turchin, founder of the un­ 
official Sov iet branch of 
Amnesty International, 
will leav e within a few 
weeks to accept a teaching 
position at Columbia 
Univ ersity in New York. 
Dissident sources stress, 
howev er, that many people 
hav e not been able to 
leav e, including most of 
Moscow’s leading J ewish 
“ refuseniks,’’ some 4 00 
people who hav e been wait­ 
ing up to sev en y ears for 
ex it v isas, and reportedly 
thousands of other persons 
throughout the country . 
In an interv iew. Sov iet 
dissident leader Andrei D. 
Sakharov speculated that 
“ of course there is a link, 
some thought out policy ’ 
behind 
the 
sudden 
av ailability of ex it v isas to 
some dissidents. 
There is no indication 


that the current gestures 
toward dissidents repre­ 
sent a long-term Sov iet pol­ 
icy of moderation. 
In a rare public speech 
Sept. 9, KGB Chief Yuri V. 
Andropov lumped dissi­ 
dents into the same 
category as common 
criminals. 
“ Both are inflicting 
harm on our society and 
that is why they should 
bear punishment in com­ 
plete accordance with the 
demands of Sov iet law,” he 
said. 
Andropov 
sounded 
relativ ely optimistic about 
the dissident problem, as­ 
serting that “ the number 
of such people is becoming 
fewer and fewer.” The 
number of dissident ev ents 
and press statements in 
Moscow has indeed gone 
down in recent months, but 
dissidents attribute this 
mainly to emigration and 
arrests, rather than a 
change in their v iews. 


SUll in jail awaiting trial 
after seizure by police this 
y ear are leading dissidents 
from sev eral parts of the 
Sov iet Union. 
They include Moscow 
J ewish activ ist Anatoly 
Shcharansky , seized March 
15; Helsinki Human Rights 
Committee Chairman Yuri 
Orlov , Feb. 10; and Alex ­ 
ander Ginzburg, a close 
friend of Alex ander Sol­ 
zhenitsy n, 
F eb.

Solzhenitsy n, ex iled in 
1974, liv es in the United 
States. 
A Ukrainian court on 
Sept. 15 upheld the 10-and 
8 -y ear prison sentences of 
Ukrainian civ il rights ac­ 
tiv ists Oleska Tikhy and 
My kola Rudenko. Two oth­ 
er members of their group 
are awaiting trial, along 
with dissenters in Sov iet 
Georgia and the Baltic 
republics.

The 76 -y ear-o ld leader 
to ld the Supreme So v iet, 
the 1-5 00-member natio nal 
parliament, that the new 
co nstitutio n is a v icto ry fo r 
“ so cialist 
demo cracy .” 
The final draft, he said, 
co ntains 150 changes fro m 
the first v ersio n published 
fo r natio nwide discussio n 
June 4. 
The Supreme So v iet will 
appro v e the charter this 
week and it will replace 
the Stalin co nstitutio n o f 
19 36 
Fo reign diplo mats spo t­ 
ted Niko lai V. Po dgo my , 
who was o usted fro m the 
So v iet presidency June 16, 
sitting amo ng the rank- 
and-file parliament 
members. It was the first 
public reappearance by 
Po dgo rny , 74, since his 
po litical do wnfall. 
Brezhnev , 
frequently 
citing Western newspaper 
repo rts, 
attacked 


“ bo urgeo is” critics who 
claim the co nstitutio n’s 
pro mises o f the right o f 
free speech and free press 
are ho llo w. 
Western critics hav e 
no ted that the co nstitutio n 
say s citizens must no t ex ­ 
ercise their rights in way s 
harmful to the state. 
Brezhnev replied that a 
stro ng state is necessary 
fo r the security o f its 
citizens’ rights. 
The So v iet leader said 
“ rig hts” in Western 
so ciety include “ the right 
fo r millio ns o f peo ple to be 
unemplo y ed and fo r sick 
peo ple to be witho ut 
medical care, which co sts 
eno rmo us sums. 
He stressed that the new 
So v iet co nstitutio n, unlike 
tho se in the West, 
reco gnizes the right to a 
jo b, medical care and 
ho using supplied by the 
state. 
Brezhnev said so me o f 
the 4 00,000 citizens’ 
reco mmendatio ns era the 
co nstitutio n’s first draft 
called fo r equal wages and 
pensio ns fo r ev ery o ne, o r 
fo r determining wages o n 
the basis o f labo r senio rity 
witho ut regard fo r skills o r 
quality o f wo rk. 


He rejected these 
suggestio ns fo r a classless 
so ciety based o n the Co m­ 
munist principle o f “ fro m 
each acco rding to his 
ability , to each acco rding 
to his needs.’’ He said the 
So v iet Unio n was no w at a 
stag e o f “ dev elo ped 
so cialism’’ and must 
fo llo w the principle “ fro m 
each acco rding to his 
abilities, to each acco rding 
to his wo rk.”

Nation's long-term drought 
suggests change in climate 


WASHINGTON (LEN S) 
—. As if New Yorkers, who 
until recently were soaking 
in - fire hydrants to cool 
down, or western farmers, 
who are surveying their se­ 
cond year of parched 
fields, were not sufficient­ 
ly aware of the weather, 
the National Academy of 
Sciences has just issued a 
report on many years of 
research into the climate. 
The findings are disturb­ 
ing. The weather, it seems, 
is getting warmer, and not 
simply in the Bronx; by the 
next century, in some 
places, it may be 10 de­ 
grees centigrade hotter. 
According to the report 
carbon dioxide, produced 
from burning fossil fuels, 
is settling like a blanket in 
the atm osphere. The 
culprits in the American 
landscape are smoke­ 
stacks, clo se ly fo l­ 
lowed by every industry 
which, heeding President 
Carter’s energy proposals, 
intends to turn to coal as 
its main source of fuel. 
The academy report is 
the latest contribution to a 
year when the weather has 
constantly made news. The 
winter in the East was the 
worst for three decades. It 
has been followed by broil­ 
ing summer temperatures,

BOSTON (AP) - A para­ 
plegic whose motorized 
wheel chair rolled out of 
control and into the eight- 
foot-deep Charles River 
was rescued by two po- 
iicemen and a jogger. 
Lawrence D. Pass, 27, of 
Everett, was pulled uncon­ 
scious from the murky 
water Monday after his 
chair rolled off a boat 
landing on Soldiers Field 
Road. 
He was in serious condi­ 
tion Tuesday at St. Eliza­ 
beth’s Hospital. 
David L. White, 26, of 
New York, was jogging 
nearby when he saw the 
wheel chair plunge into the 
river. He dove in after 
Pass. 
“ I never had to do 
anything like that before,” 
said White. “ But I didn’t 
even think about it. I saw 
him go in, and I ran to help 
him.” 
White was unable to 
raise the man, so he called 
for help, and Metropolitan 
D is tric t Commission 
police arrived a few min­ 
utes later. 
The policemen, Lloyd L. 
Smith and Edward J. 
Sea bury, pulled Pass, still 
strapped to his wheel 
chair, out of the water. 
Then they administered 
mouth-to-mouth 
and 
cardiopulmonary resusci­ 
tation until breathing and 
pulse were restored. 


Pass’ legs had been 
paralyzed since he fell 
from a ladder while pick­ 
ing oranges in Florida last 
year. 


in many places the highest 
since the 1940s, in the East 
and the Midwest. New 
York City’s blackout was a 
symptom of it; so, too, was 
the storm that tipped nine 
inches of rain in a night on 
Johnstown, Pennsylvania, 
taking 58 lives. These are 
the more startling dis­ 
asters. 
In the West, over an area 
covering 11 states, a 
drought which has already 
lasted two years is 
forecast to run for a third. 
Every summer it sparks 
forest fires; the worst and 
most recent in Santa Bar­ 
bara, Calif., destroyed 700 
acres and 400 homes before 
it burned itself out. Signs 
of drought are also appear­ 
ing in the Southeast, from 
Virginia to Florida, where 
the water shortage is more 
severe than at any time for 
25 years. 
The heatwaves in the 
East are not so worrying; 
meteorologists say they 
have seen the pattern 
before, in the 1950s, and 
that this is-the sort of 
phenomenon from which 
the country can make a 
smart recovery. In the 
West the story is different. 
The drought has been so 
consistent that it suggests 
a long-term change in 
clim ate — a symptom, 
perhaps, of the global 
warming predicted in the 
academy’s report — that 
may eventually return the 
West to the desert it used 
to be and, under the foun­ 
tains of Phoenix and the 
sprinkled lawns of Los 
Angeles, it still is. 
Throughout the west not 
only the topsoil, but now 
the subsoil, has lost its 
moisture. Pasture and 
range lands are too dry 
everywhere, except in 
Nebraska and Kansas; in 
Wyoming, farmers are los­ 
ing money on stock sent to 
market 
prematurely. 
W ater has become a 
p o litical 
issue. The 
Secretary of the Interior 
Cecil Andrus now mentions 
it with as much respect as 
other politicians mention 
energy. There is already 
too little water, in many 
parts of the West, to sus­ 
tain some industries. 
There may be too little in 
the near future to sustain 
the new communities still 
mushrooming in Arizona, 
where individual water 
consumption is the highest 
in the country. 


So far, the onus of deal­ 
ing with the weather has 
been on the governments of 
the states affected. An 
emergency drought as­ 
sistance bill, specifically 
for the West and the Great 
Plains, passed Congress in 
April, and there has been 
federal assistance since 
for 1,600 thirsty counties in 
the Southeast. 
But just as nature is 
capricious, so too are the 
attempt of federal govern­ 
ment to cope with it. Little 
time and money has been 
spent, so far, on the sort of 
long-range forecasting and 
temperature study that 
could predict a drought. 
And there are too many 
groups in government with 
a different, and often 


amateur, interest in the 
weather; among them the 
D epartm ents of the 
Interior, Agriculture and 
Com m erce, the E n ­ 
vironmental Protection 
Agency and the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration. 
Congress has now begun 
hearings on a bill which, if 
passed, 
would 
knit 
together all government 
functions concerned with 
weather into a single 
agency.

WASHINGTON 
(NEA) 
— Americans have a 
tendency to give their full 
attention to a crisis for a 
day or two and then return 
to life as usual.” 
When President Carter 
introduced his message on 
energy to the American 
people in April, he spoke 
about a crisis that could 
overwhelm us. How often 
since then have Ameri­ 
cans riveted their atten­ 
tion on what they can do, 
along with the govern­ 
ment, to cope with a situa­ 
tion that is putting into 
jeopardy America’s free­ 
dom to conduct its inter­ 
national and domestic af­ 
fairs free of foreign pres­ 
sures? 
Do Americans really un­ 
derstand the new force 
that has been created in 
world politics? It is not a 
country, or even a realign­ 
ment of countnes. Rather, 
it is a three letter com­ 
modity — oil! 
This new force has 
shaken world alliances and 
upset the economies of 
large and small nations. As 
a result of dependency on 
imported oil, the foreign 
policies of Europe and 
Japan have been in ­ 
fluenced to satisfy the 
political attitudes of the 
Arab 
oil-producing 
countries. And, because of 
America’s constantly in­ 
creasing consumption of 
foreign oil, we are being 
subjected to the same pres­ 
sures. 
The oil weapon has been 
used through the Arab 
boycott measures, to in­ 
terfere in the internal 
democratic processes by 
which the United States 
conducts its trade and 
business operations. 
Manipulation of oil prices 
and implied threats of a 
reduction in the supply of 
oil from the Mideast have 
put 
the 
g reatest 


democracy in the world in 
the grip of Arab nations 
which are determined to 
influence our future and 
our relations with Israel. 
America’s only democratic 
ally in the Middle East. 
So, a sound U.S. energy 
program is a vital neces­ 
sity which transcends par­ 
tisan persuasions. The 
A m erican 
economy 
requires huge supplies of 
energy. Without it, the 
tools and machinery of 
defense and of our in­ 
dustrial and agricultural 
production become idle; 
subsequent unemployment 
could be disastrous. 


Economic upheaval has 
a special and ominous con­ 
notation for minority 
groups, to which the 
history of Jewish com­ 
munities all over the world 
can attest. Potential 
demagogues have always 
capitalized on economic 
and social disorder, in the 
process 
of 
which 
scapegoats are created to 
distract the population 
from real and valid issues. 
It is an inevitable conclu­ 
sion, then, that the U.S. 
simply cannot afford to be 
so dependent on such a dis­ 
tant and unstable region as 
the Middle East for energy 
supplies which are vital for 
its defense and home 
needs. 


One must ask. then, 
“ What are the options?” 
Certainly, the President’s 
call for massive efforts for 
energy conservation must 
meet with firm and strong 
support 
from 
a ll 
Americans. 
President 
Carter has recently stated 
that if other measures fail, 
gasoline rationing might be 
imposed — certainly an 
equitable and effective 
step in the battle against 
excess consumption. 
No single change in 
American habits is the 
final answer, but a com­ 
bination of efforts can give 
us important relief. Along 


with conservation, there 
must be an expansion in 
the production of alternate 
energy resources. Coal, off­ 
shore oil, shale, natural 
gas and nuclear power 
must be exploited as quick­ 
ly as possible if we wish to 
wrest ourselves from the 
hold which OPEC has on 
us. 
Of these, probably 
nuclear power offers the 
only long-term viable 
answer. However, it is the 
least understood, and 
because of that, the most 
controversial of proposed 
energy programs. The fact 
is that there are now 64 
licensed nuclear plants in 
the U.S. with a proven 
record of safety, reliability 
and economy. And, the 
arithmetic speaks for 
itself. Each nuclear power 
plant in operation saves 
the equivalent of 10 million 
barrels of oil each year! 
Considering all the 
serious challenges we face, 
it is impossible to dis­ 
regard these figures and 
what they represent in 
realistic terms. 
In the light of recent 
evidence that France, 
West Germany, the United 
Kingdom, Japan and the 
Soviet Union have commit­ 
ted themselves to further 
research and development 
of nuclear breeder reac­ 
tors. and in the case of 
several of these countries, 
to their eventual sale 
abroad, one must wonder 
about U.S. opposition to 
development of these reac­ 
tors in this country. Since 
the breeder reactor 
theoretically creates more 
plutonium than it bums, it 
is estimated to use nuclear 
fuel nearly 60 times more 
efficiently than the current 
“ light water” nuclear 
plants in use today. 
President C a rte r’s 
objections to the breeder 
reactor are based on his 
fear that plutonium might 
be diverted by terrorists 
for use in weapons.

Basically, cheese is concentrated, fermented milk. 
All cheeses contain the same milk ingredients, but 
the amounts vary in the different varieties. Been 
confused by all the names and labels like cheese 
“ food” and cheese “spread” , “natural” cheese and 
“ processed” cheese? These names have to do 
with the amount of butterfat and moisture in 
the product. So-called “ natural” cheeses must 
have 30% butterfat, or more. Processed 
cheeses should contain at least 30%. 
Cheese food, at least 23%. Cheese 
spread, at least 20%. “ Imitation” 
cheeses must contain (in some de­ 
gree) protein and fat from a non­ 
animal source. And harder cheeses 
contain less moisture than the 
softer varieties.

Folks had gotten 
used to the half-moon shape of Longhorn Cheddar, though, so today’s 
manufacturers actually cut out the half rounds from a huge block.

M alfatti is easy tabletop cookery from 
repertoire 


Next time you’re plann­ 
ing to serve a fancy chaf­ 
ing dish m eal, think 
Italian. Many dishes from 
Italy’s gastronomic reper­ 
toire are excellent choices 
for easy tabletop cookery, 
including m a lfa tti, a 
d e lica te cheese and 


spinach dumpling. 
Meaning “ badly made,” 
malfatti bears a most inap­ 
propriate name since it has 
all the sophistication in­ 
dicative of most northern 
Italian cuisine. And, it’s a 
cinch, to boot! 
It’s believed m alfatti 


was so named because the 
cheese and spinach mix­ 
ture is poached and then 
sauteed without being 
wrapped in pasta or dough 
as are ravioli or gnocchi.

Unfortunately for the Dodg ers and 
their fans, the Phillies nev er 
believ ed it for a moment. 
The Eastern Div ision champs 
shook off Cey ’s dramatic blast to 
come up with two runs in the top of 
the ninth and take the National 
Leag ue play off opener 7 -5 ov er L.A. 
It was a g ame which, any way y ou 
want to look at it, the Dodg ers should 
hav e and could hav e won. 
Dodg er miscues, both mental and 


phy sical, g ift-wrapped fiv e runs for 
thè v isiting Phillies. That turned out 
to be two too many for Los Ang eles 
to ov ercome. 
The two teams will tang le ag ain 
tonig ht (5:15 p.m.) in Game Two. 
Don Sutton (14-8 ) will oppose the 
Phils’ J im Lonborg (11-4). 
While Dodg er skipper Tommy 
Lasorda refused to acknowledg e that

Tuesday , it’s obv ious the Dodg ers 
are in deep trouble. 
After an off-day Thursday for 
trav el, the two teams will resume 
the series in Philadelphia for the 
weekend. Since the Phils hav e been 
a lm ost unbea ta ble (60-21) at 
V etera ns Sta dium th is y ea r, 
tonig ht’s g ame is a necessity for L.A. 
to win. 
“ Sure, winning the first g ame is a 
break for the Phillies,’’ Lasorda ad­ 
mitted under questioning from 
scribes. “ But they still hav e to win 
two to win the series. One win is just 
that, one win. They still need two 
more.” 
Phillie outfielder Greg Luzinski, 
who’s mammouth two-run homer 
helped kay o Dodg er southpaw Tom­ 
my J ohn Tuesday , had a differing 
v iew. 
“ Sure, I think the Dodg ers hav e to 
win the second g ame here,” said the 
confident “Bull” . “ If they don’t it’s 
all ov er for them. There’s no way 
they can beat us three times at the 
Vet.” 
Luzinski’s homer, a 430-foot driv e 
to dead center, g ot the Phillies off to 
a fast start in the g ame, but it was 
the g rand-slammer by Cey that com­ 
manded most of the attention. 
After the Phils had built a 5-1 lead, 
the Dodg ers finally g ot something 
g oing ag ainst Carlton in the last of 
the sev enth. 
The 23-g ame winner looked to be in 
complete command as he fanned 
Stev e Yeag er to start the inning , but 
it was then that mag ical thing s 
started to happen for L.A. 
Pinchhitter J erry Grote walked on 
a 3-2 pitch, and Dav ey Lopes sing led 
to left. Bill Russell forced Grote at 
third for the second out, but Reg g ie 
Smith walked, ag ain on a 3-2 pitch, to 
load the sacks. 
That broug ht Cey , the ty ing run, to 
the plate as the Dodg er fans took full 
adv antag e of the situation to whoop 
it up 
With the capacity crowd literally 
screaming on ev ery pitch, Cey and 
Carlton battled to a 3-2 count and 
“ The Peng uin" then fouled off a cou­ 
ple more deliv eries to prolong the 
tension. 
It was then that Cey wav ed his 
mag ic wand. He sent a line driv e 
ov er the 37 0-foot sig n in left for the 
g rand-slammer as the hug e crowd 
went into hy sterics. 
It took sev eral minutes, and a bow

from Cey , to quiet down the crowd 
sufficiently for the g ame to continue. 
When it did, Stev e Garv ey kept the 
mag ic moment aliv e with a sing le up 
the middle to finish the stunned 
Carlton. 
Howev er, Gene Garber came on to 
fan Dusty Baker for the final out, and 
the Dodg ers nev er ag ain put a base 
runner on ag ainst Garber or Tug 
McGraw. 
Ironically , Cey had entered the 
g ame with a O-for-31 batting slump, 
which he broke in the second inning 
with a sing le to left. 
Lost in the wake of Cey ’s slam was 
the big comeback by the Phils, who 
put tog ether three straig ht sing les 
off Elias Sosa in the ninth to win it. 
Mike Schmidt’s one-bag g er produced 
the winning run. Sosa g av e the Phils 
an Insurance run when he balked 
home Larry Bowas later in the 
frame 
“ No, I don’t think we were down 
a fter C ev ’s hom er,” Luzinski 
claimed. “ We’v e been a come-from- 
behind team all y ear long and. sure 
enoug h, we didn’t die at all after the 
homer. If any thing , it picked us up 
“ The big difference was our bull­ 
pen,” continued “ The Bull” . “ Our 
g uy s (Garber and McGraw)) did 
their job while we g ot the two runs 
off of Sosa in the ninth.” 
Luzinski s homer, after shortstop 
Russell had committed a throwing 
error on Mike Schmidt’s g rounder, 
g av e Philly two runs in the first, and 
two more scores in the top of the 
fifth, ag ain set up on a Russell error, 
finished J ohn. 
Russell’s miscue in the fifth came 
as l„ opes made a nice play on Bowa s 
g rounder and tossed to Russell for an 
apparent force of Bake McBride at 
second. Howev er, second base um­ 
pire Harry Wendelstedt ruled that 
Russell had come off the bag to take 
Lopes’ peg , and called McBride safe. 


Thus, instead of a runner at first 
and two outs. J ohn had to fare 
Schmidt and Luzinski with two on 
and only one out. He g ot Schmidt to 
force McBride at third, but walked 
the dang erous Luzinski. 
The v etera n D a v e J ohnson 
followed with a line sing le to center 
and the Phils had a 4-0 lead and had 
kav oed T.J . 
L.A. picked up a run off Carlton in 
the last of the fifth on Lopes’ RBI 
sing le, but the Phillie southpaw g ot 
that score rig ht back himself in the 
top of the six th with a run-scoring 
one-bag g er of his own. 
That made it 5-1 and set the stag e 
for Cey ’s g rand moment. Unfor 
tunately , it didn’t last long enoug h 
for the'Dodg ers.

PLAYOFF PICKINGS - Tues­ 
day ’s crowd was the second larg est 
in Dodg er Stadium history . The only 
larg er crowd was one of 55.9 7 4. 
Quipsters in the press box sug g ested 
the Dodg ers should hav e broug ht in 
sev en of the ticket scalpers outside 
the g ates to establish a new record. 
The g rand-slammer was Cey 's 
third of the v ear. but the first ev er in 
N.L. Play off history . Only other 
slammer in the play offs was by Min­ 
nesota’s Cesar Tov ar in 19 7 0. 
Both manag ers denied charg es 
that they stay ed with their starters 
too long , but neither J ohn nor Carl­ 
ton appeared to be in top form. Both 
had control problems from the out­ 
set. 
Garv ey continued his fine post­ 
season play for L.A. The first 
baseman, who was a standout in the 
19 7 4 play offs and World Series, was 
three-for-four Tuesday and Bowa 
took another hit away from him on a 
nice play in the hole between short 
and third.

The Phils’ strong er and deeper 
bullpen is a big weapon in a short 
series like this. 
In contrast, Charlie Houg h g av e up 
a run in his two inning s of work and 
Elias Sosa g ot knocked around for 
three hits and committed a balk to 
allow the Phils’ winning runs in the 
ninth. 
The bullpen is the one flaw in the 
Dodg er camp and something which 
needs to be improv ed in the off­ 
season. 
Fielding was the other big dif­ 
ference Tuesday . 
While two errors by Dodg er short­ 
stop Bill Russell led to four unearned 
runs charg ed to starter Tommy 
J ohn, the Phils were perfect in the 
field as their infield play ed with the 
poise and confidence y ou would ex ­ 
pect from a championship team.

Why did Frank Sinatra sit behind 
the Phils’ dug out? Lasordas close 
friend was cheering for Dodg er Blue 
howev er. 
A plane flew ov er Dodg er Stadium 
with the messag e “ Go Phillies Go” . 
It’s a wonder the pilot surv iv ed. 
Former Dodg er manag er Walter 
Alston will throw out the first bail 
tonig ht and Sue Raney will sing the 
National Anthem. The Wilson Hig h 
Band will entertain before the g ame. 
The win was only the Phils’ first 
v ictory in post-season competition 
since Oct. 8, 19 15 when they won the 
first g ame of the World Series 
ag ainst the Red Sox . They were 
swept by the Yankees in the 19 50 
World Series and by the Reds in last 
y ear’s play offs. It’s safe to say they 
were due. 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) - The

In fact, forwards 
Cazzie Russell and Don Ford and 
g uard Don Chaney may not make the 
club.

Martin is finishing the 


first year of a three-year 
contract. It was while dis­ 
cussing this contract at a 


leisurely talk session in his 
office that he dropped the 
current bombshell. 
“ If we win everything,” 


Martin said, “ I think it’s a 
must for George to come 
up with another contract. 
If he doesn’t, I would have 
to seriously think about 
asking permission to talk 
to other clubs.” 
If Martin was partially 


kidding, as he said later, 
the jest did not penetrate 
his listeners. ¿The New 
York papers greeted the 
comment with such an ar- 
restin g headline as:

Carter in harsh response to attacks on energy plan

WASHINGTON (A P) - 
Senators and members of 
their staffs streamed in 
and out of the ornate 
anteroom near the Senate 
floor last week, huddling 
with lobbyists waiting 
there for a brief moment’s 
cohversation. 
Although the lobbyists 
represented diverse in­ 
terests, they repeated a 
rem arkably consistent 
plea: President Carter’s 
plan for higher, but still 
regulated, natural gas 
prices is a bad idea. 
The representatives of 
the natural gas industry 
argued against Carter’s 
plan, saying federal price 
controls 
should 
be 
removed — and prices 
allowed to rise — to en­ 
courage new production. 
But consumer advocates 
said the energy prices in 
his package are too high, 
not too low. 
And a myriad of other 
groups — from florists to 
papermakers — have tried 
to make their objections to 
the President’s plan heard 
as the Senate has strug­ 
gled through day after day 
and night after night of 
debate on regulating 
natural gas prices. 
The opposition from this 
broad range of groups was 
a major reason that last 
week was not a good one 
for C a rte r’s energy 
package. 
And the President 
responded with harsh 
criticism of the lobbyists. 
“ I call on the Senate to 
act responsibly in the in­ 
terests of the great 
majority of Americans to 
reject narrow special in­ 
terest attacks on all seg­ 
ments of the national 
energy plan,” Carter said. 
‘‘The lobbying efforts of 
the oil and gas industry on 
deregulation itself show 
how the special interests 
are trying to block enact­ 
ment of the entire energy 
program.” 
The industry has been 
lobbying hard against 
many parts of Carter’s 
plan. And their efforts 
have been influential in 
some areas. 
Bu t the consumer 
groups, some unions and 
various industrial associa 
tions have also been 
fighting segments of Car 
ter’s energy package, 
‘ particularly where it would 
raise fuel prices for con­ 
sumers and industry. 
On the other side, of 
course, has been the Presi­ 
dent and his allies. 
Carter and Vice Presi­ 
dent Walter F. Mondale 
have telephoned and met 
with many members of the 
Senate on the energy 
package in the last two 
weeks. 
And Energy Secretary 
James R. Scheslinger was 
a fam iliar figure in the 
halls of the Capitol as he 
went from meeting to 
meeting with senators. 
Among the diverse 
groups opposing the Presi 
dent on natural gas pricing 
there have been no coali 
tions — not even informal 
ones — or other coordina­ 
tion of effort. 
‘‘They (the natural gas 
producers) don’t even want 
the same thing we do,” 
said Ellen Berman, head of 
the Consumer Federation’s 
energy policy task force. 
‘‘They want deregulation 
and higher prices. We are 
against deregulation.” 
But there have been at 
least four meetings since 
Aug. 11 among groups that 
usually oppose each other 
to talk about fighting 
another part of Carter’s 
energy package, the tax on 
domestic crude oil. 
Joining representatives 
of at least two major oil 
companies, Mobil and 
Gulf, were lobbyists for the 
Teamsters union, the Con 
sumer Federation, the cot­ 
ton growers, the airlines 
and a dozen other farm, 
labor and business groups 
All feared the oil tax, but 
each for their own reasons 
This opposition has put 
the tax in trouble, with it 
losing a narrow initial vote 
in the Senate Finance Com­ 
mittee. 
. 
, 
The lobbying on natural 
gas pricing tes 
tense. And the result has 
been a stalemate that hat. 
left the Senate paralyzed 
“ The natural gas lobby 
has been everywhere, ’ 
said Sen. Henry Jacks, *p- 
Wash , a k ey Carter ally in 
the battle. “ They worked 
every angle. They are do 
ing an efficient job,' 
When the Senate spent 


all of Tuesday night trying 
to untangle the situation, 
the Natural Gas Supply 
Committee had its people 
standing in the Senate’s 
public anteroom, waiting 
to help. They stacked posi­ 
tion papers and documents 
on one of the padded 
benches, ready to provide 
anyone who asked with in­ 
formation. 
As 
opponents 
of 
deregulation proposed 
amendment after amend­ 


ment, the staffs of sena­ 
tors favoring deregulation 
— such as Sen. Lloyd 
Bentsen, D-Texas, and Sen 
James Pearson, R-Kan. — 
constantly sought informa­ 
tion from the lobbyists. 
The natural gas commit­ 
tee even had a computer 
terminal set up in their 
downtown office to analyze 
the effects of the op­ 
ponents’ amendments. 
These “ instant economic 
displays” were then rushed 


to the Capitol. 
This help from lobbyists 
sparked a sharp exchange 
between Sen. Jam es 
Abourezk, D-$.D., and Sen. 
James A. McClure, R-Ida 
“ Your side isn’t helped 
much by the story... of lob­ 
byists’ waiting outside, 
feeding information,” said 
Abourezk, one of the 
leaders of the filibuster 
against deregulation / last 
week. 
“ It helps to have facts to 


argue with,” retorted Me 
Clure. “ My friend from 
South Dakota has never 
been burdened by the need 
for facts.” 
Scone of the deregulation 
proposal’s opponents have 
been sharply critical of the 
producers' tactics. 
“ The oil and gas lobby 
has been unbelievably suc­ 
cessful in scaring this body 
into thinking that there w ill f 
be a gas shortage nefct 
winter” without dere-v 


gulation, said Sen. Dale 
Bumpers, D-Ark. 
But the major natural 
gas producers have not 
been the only group lobby­ 
ing for deregulation. 
The small, independent 
producers have been 
pushing for deregulation 
only for their part of the in­ 
dustry, saying it is the only 
competitive sector left. 
And a wide range of farm 
and business groups who 
believe deregulation would 


assure them of needed 
energy supplies are also 
pushing for removal of 
federal controls. 
A group of 30 farm 
organizations, 
including 
the Am erican Farm 
Bureau Federation, the 
National Grange, the Inter­ 
national Apple Institute 
and the So ciety of 
American Florists and 
Horticulturists, recently 
signed a letter supporting 
deregulation. 


Many industrial users of 
natural gas also are 
pushing for an end to 
government controls over 
newly discovered gas. 


But if the natural gas 
lobby has been evident dur­ 
ing the debates, so has the 
administration. 


“ I ’ve been called by the

I ’ve seen Dr. Scheslinger.

Senate vote 
on natural 
gas a defeat 
for Carter 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The cost 
of cooking and heating with gas is go­ 
ing up, whatever a congressional 
conference committee decides cm the 
controversial issue of federal price 
controls over the fuel. 
The Senate broke a lengthy impas­ 
se on Tuesday and voted 50-46 in 
favor of deregulation of natural gas 
prices. The overall bill then passed 
on a voice vote. 
It was the most serious setback to 
date for Jimmy Carter’s energy 
program, and the President im­ 
mediately labeled the measure unac­ 
ceptable. 
“ I will not sign an unfair bill," he 
said. 
Despite the defeat for Carter, the 
President’s congressional supporters 
predicted that negotiations in a 
House-Senate conference committee 
will produce continued controls at a 
higher price. 
The conference committee is ex­ 
pected to begin work next week cm 
what could be a long, bitter struggle. 
Sponsored by Sens. Lloyd Bentsen, 
D-Texas, and Jam es Pearson, R- 
Kan., the Senate plan would set the 
price at $2.48 for two years, then 
allow the marketplace to determine 
what producers can charge for new 
gas. 
The price ceiling for natural gas 
now is $1.46 per thousand cubic feet. 
Controls, first imposed 23 years 
ago, would remain on'offshore new 
gas for five years. 
-The House, in a close vote of its 
own, went along earlie r with 
Carter's plan to continue natural gas 
price controls. It adopted the 
President ’s suggested ceiling of $1.75 
per thousand cubic feet of newly dis­ 
covered gas. 
The President, speaking through 
P ress Secretary Jody Powell, 
termed the industry-supported Sen­ 
ate plan "an injustice to the working 
people of this country.” 
In New York to address the United 
Nations General Assembly* Carter 
said he expects the conference com­ 
mittee will approve "legislation that 
provides adequate production incen­ 
tives while protecting the interests 
of American consumers.” 
To offset charges that the bill 
amounted to a consumer ripoff, 
Pearson and Bentsen included a 
provision to give residential users 
priority over older and cheaper 
natural gas reserves until they run 
out. 
But energy specialists say the 
'heaper gas will be exhausted in 
about four years, when all customers 
will pay higher deregulated prices 
Supporters of deregulation say 
heating bills would rise only slightly, 
with one conservative estim ate 
suggesting an increase of only $1.80 
to $3 60 annually 


Ribicoff says 
Carter should 
redraft plan 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Carter s energy plan is in such deep 
trouble in the Senate that it should be 
withdrawn and redrafted, a senior 
Democrat on the Senate Finance 
Committee said today. 
Sen Abraham Rihicoff, speaking 
in the wake of a major administra­ 
tion defeat on natural gas pricing and 
a continued impasse on energy taxes, 
said Congress should still try to pass 
the energy bill this year. 
But he said, "Shouldn't the Presi­ 
dent admit his energy plan is in a 
shambles ... and that it’s just not go­ 
ing to fly?” 
"The administration should go 
hack to the drawing boards and come 
up with a new program ,” said 
Ribicoff. D-Conn.

Administration gambling on peace parley push with Russ? 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The unprecedented decision by 
the United States to join the Soviet Union in promoting a 
Geneva peace conference based on Palestinians’ 
"legitimate rights” represents a gamble by the Carter 
administration It may not pay off 
What the President and his closest advisers are betting 
is that Israel, having no big ally other than the United 
States, will sit down against its better judgment and 
negotiate a homeland for the Palestinians. 
The invective directed at Israel during the current U N. 
General Assembly session in New York by the Com­ 
munist and Arab blocs and the socalled Third World 
dramatizes the loneliness of the Jewish state on the world 
scene. 
But despite its unique military and economic reliance 
on this country, Israel remains a sovereign state. It could 
decide that disagreement with the United States is less of 
a risk than a Soviet-backed Palestinian state run by the 
Palestine Liberation Organization on its border. 
If Israel chooses to buck Jimmy Carter, as its initial 
negative response to the U.S.-Soviet formula suggests it 
may. then the President’s strategy’ urged on him by. 


proponents of an "even-handed policy” in the Middle East 
will have backfired. 
Carter might have his Geneva conference by Christmas 
but without substantive negotiations. 
If the pressure tactics work, however, the President 
will be hailed in much of the world for overcoming Israeli 
resistance and viewed at home as a determined leader 
who achieved a break-through in the Middle East. 
There was little reason to suspect as Carter cam­ 
paigned for the White House that he would be 30 tough on 
Israel or that so many differences would develop between 
the two countries. He needled Gerald Ford and the 
Republican adminstration for delaying arms shipments 
and for making Israel the scapegoat” of U.S. Middle 
East policy. 
Once on the job, however. Carter adopted the view of 
Arab specialists in the State Department and a key White 
House adviser that Palestinians posed not only a refugee 
problem but were an indentifiable people who deserved a 
homeland carved out of Israeli-held territory 
Carter also became convinced that Egypt, Jordan and 
Syria as well as their banker, Saudi Arabia, were finally 


resolved after four wars to a Jewish state in a Moslem 
world provided Israel returned virtually all the territory 
the Arabs lost in 1967. 
Tlte onus was put on Israel to relinquish the land, 
though there was no peace before 1967 when it was in 
Arab hands 
The Israeli government is prepared to test the theory' 
that its neighbors want peace by negotiating treaties with 
them at Geneva. The alternative is a continued state of 
war debilitating to the Israeli and Egyptian economies. 
But Israel says It will not negotiate with the PLO. the 
sponsor of terrorist raids against Israeli civilians. 
Carter’s Middle East policy rests on the idea that peace 
in the area depends on a Palestinian homeland. Israel’s 
backers are convinced that the opposite is true, that the 
PLO will find in UJ5. acceptance the strength to renew its 
determination to dismantle the Jewish state. 
The PLO remains committed in its charter to that goal 
Promises of recognition by the United States for implicit­ 
ly recognizing Israel have not worked their seductive 
charm.

area ranch 
The judge declared the county 
statute vague and unenforceable 
since the average man with average 
intelligence could not determine 
what he was allowed to do and not to 
do under the regulations 
Under the statute, no one is 
allowed to have any flies, nor allow 
any flies to breed on his property. 
Noting this ia an impossibility and 
the fact the statute did not outline 
what a reasonable number of flies 
would be, Jones handed down his 
decision 
At Tuesday night's San Dimas City 
Council meeting. City Administrator 
Bob Poff said he and his staff will 
confer with officials of the county 
Health Department Thursday after­ 
noon in an effort to determine if a 
new county statute should be written 
or San Dimas should write one of its 
own. 
San D im a s’ ordin an ce w as 
declared unconstitutional, along with 


the county’s, It was word tor word 
the same health code law 
Meanwhile, Deputy Dist 
Attv 
CM .Garrott, who attempted to up- 
iW validity of the ordinance during 
the two day of trial, said he will turn 
the decision over to his superiors to 
determine If the case will be ap­ 
pealed by the district attorney.

Hostage expert claims Japanese have 
given terrorists 'tremendous uplift' 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - By acceding to the demands of 
leftist hijackers, the Japanese government has "reversed 
what happened at Entebbe” and given terrorists a "tre­ 
mendous uplift," says an expert on hostage negotiations 
While the $6 million ransom paid to the Japanese Red 
Army members may be retrieved, the encouragement of 
future terrorism "is something you don’t get back, and 
this hi the really frightening loes," said H. Anthony 
Cooper, professor of criminal justice at American 
University 
"This (loss) is something for which we have not found 
the answer," Cooper told the 48th annual convention of 
the International Association erf Chiefs of Police 
Solutions must be found by law enforcement officials 
themselves, he told several hundred police chiefs at a 
workshop "One of the problems is to think that someone 
in Washington is busy working away on the problem .*. .

SACRAMENTO (AP) - Tbe 
proposal to build tbe Sundesert 
nuclear power plant In southeastern 
California should get the go-ahead to 
take it halfway through a three-year 
state review, the Energy Commis­ 
sion staff says.

Civil rights case lawyers. 
may collect public reward 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Thrilling 
police chases with tires squealing 
and red lights flashing might be fun 
in movies and on television, but in 
real life they can end tragically 
In two Los Angeles incidents 
within four days’ time, children were 
struck and killed by vehicles fleeing 
patrol cars 
“ It’s tragic, but this sort of thing 
happens so rarely that it’s not 
enough to necessitate any change in 
our policy,” said Asst. Police Chief 
Daryl Gates following the two 
deaths. 
/ 
The policy, drawn up in 1971 and 
revised several times since, states 
“ A pursuit shall be discontinued 
when there is a clear danger to the 
public or to the pursuing officers. A 
clear danger exists when speed 
dangerously exceeds the normal flow 
of traffic, or when pedestrian or 
vehicular traffic necessitates unsafe 
maneuvering of the vehicle.” 
Most chases. Gates stressed, end 
without incident. Out of 786 pursuits 
in Los Angeles last year, only 37 ac­ 
cidents resulted, a rate of less than 
four percent, he said. 
A study done for the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Administra­ 
tion found that, out of an estimated 
250,000 police pursuits each year, 
between 6,000 and 8,000 result in 
crashes killing 300 to 400 persons 
and injuring 2,500 to 5,000 
“ You’ve got to remember that it 
isn't the police that initiate the pur­ 
suits," Gates said “ The pursuits are 
initiated by those who want to es­ 
cape Typically, this is an individual 
who really doesn’t have any regard 


for other drivers or for pedestrians. ” 
According to the NHTSA study, 
men under 24 with poor driving 
records are the most likely to flee 
police. Furthermore. 15 percent of 
those Involved in chases were driv­ 
ing without a valid license, and more 
than half had had their licenses 
revoked or suspended., 
Critics of chase policies say 
persons wanted for misdemeanors 
such as minor traffic violations 
should not be pursued if the chase 
would endanger innocent lives 
“ Obviously, if a guy is just double- 
parked for a couple of minutes, it 
isn’t worth risking anybody’s life 
over,” commented Fred Ok rand of 
the Los Angeles chapter of the 
American Civil Liberties Union 
In one of the chases, Hajah 
Faraidy, the 12-year-okl daughter of 
a Saudi Arabian diplomat, died Sept. 
24 in a three-car crash on the Santa 
Monica Freeway Tbe auto in which 
she was riding was rammed from 
behind by one being chased by police 
The other child who died was 8- 
year-old Joe Mena, who was waiting 
for his mother, Erolinda Carranza, 
outside a San Fernando Valley super­ 
market Sept. 27 when a pursued car 
careened across the parking lot and 
struck him. 
“ I really don’t believe you can 
have a policy that will eliminate 
those kinds of accidents/’ Cypress 
Police Capt. Jerry Shumart com 
mented after another chase in his 
suburban jurisdiction left two inno­ 
cent motorists dead and two injured 
Gates also noted that the hair- 
raising police chases and roadblocks

"If the pursued vehicle is ping at 
a low speed, blocking is okay,’’ he ex­ 
planed But no attempt is made to 
stop a rushing vehicle capable of 
sending expensive patrol cars flying 
like matchstlcks. 
Despite the restrictions, chases 
can be exciting, and some officers 
will admit they might be reluctant to 
give up such a chase. 
“ Once you get involved in these 
things ’’ CHP Commissioner Glen 
Craig confided, ‘ the pitch of the 
siren, the involvement of the chase 
. . . the flow of adrenalin is so high 
and people get so keyed up that it’s 
sometimes very difficult to make the 
decision that says Hey, I’ve gone tar 
enough.’ "

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - The 
state Supreme Court has ruled that 
lawyers who successfully try cases 
that have wide benefits to citizens 
may be awarded reasonable legal 
fees by California courts. 
The high court ruled Tuesday that 
a lawyer acting as a “ private at­ 
torney general” may receive at­ 
torney fees from the state. 
The 5-2 decision upheld a Los 
Angeles Superior Court ruling that 
awarded 8800,000 to law firms which 
represented John Serrano Jr. and 
others in the Serrano versus Priest 
public school financing litigation. 
That 1968 lawsuit led to the 1976 
California Supreme Court decision 
which found the state’s public school 
financing system invalid. 
The Supreme Court said the at­ 
torneys’ efforts resulted In the 
protection of constitutional rights 


which benefited a large number-of 
people.

The trial court had awarded 
$400,000 to Public Advocates Inc. and 
$400,000 to the Western Center on 
Law and Poverty, two groups receiv­ 
ing public or tax-exempt charitable 
funding. 
A dissent by Justice William Clark 
said courts are neither equipped nor 
empowered to award attorney fees in 
such a ¡situation. 
John McDermott, Western Center 
on Law and Poverty, hailed the deci­ 
sion as “ the single biggest boon to 
public interest law that has ever 
taken place In California/’ 
The 1976 Serrano-Priest decision 
affirmed the 1974 Superior Court rul­ 
ing the school financing system was 
invalid because it violated equal 
protection under the state constitu­ 
tion It also ordered school finance 
reform within six years.

Influenza vaccine 
SACRAMENTO (AP) - The state Health Department 
says influenza vaccine is to be distributed to county 
health departments this month. 
Health Director Jerome Lackner said Tuesday the ship­ 
ments will amount to 200,000 doses, which are recom­ 
mended for high-risk persons, mainly chronically ill 
adults and children, and persons over 56 who are not 
allergic to the shots. 
This year’s vaccine contains A-Victoria-75 and B-Hong 
Kong-72 viruses, the prevailing strains this flu season, 
which generally runs from November through March. 
He said that before being vaccinated, patients must 
read and sign statements explaining the benefits as well 
as the risks. 
Immunizations also are available from private doctors.

‘One of the major con­ 
cerns of those involved in 
television violence re­ 
search is the blase, unfeel­ 
ing attitude many children 
develop toward violent 
acts, due to the number of 
such acts they are exposed 
to on television,” the re­ 
port states 
It further notes “ the typ- 


ical child, upon high school 
graduation, w ill have wit­ 
nessed over 100,000 violent 
acts, 13,000 of which w ill be 
fatal shootings, knifings, 
beatings, poisonings, etc.

Aggressive Be­ 
havior,” was prepared by 
the county school office 
staff In response to a Ju ly 
12 motion of the county 
Board of Supervisors that 
the impact of television 
violence upon children 
should be reviewed by the 
Countv Superintendent of 
S c h o o ls / R ic h a rd M. 
Clowes.

DEAR DR. BLAKER - 
I absolutely cannot get my 
children to pitch in with 
chores around the house. 1 
come home from work ex­ 
hausted and try to convince 
them to help. They object, 
complain and even cry. 
Over the years, to tell you 
the truth, 1 have found that 
it actually takes less energy 
just to do everything 
myself. They are 10 and 12 1 
years okl. Shouldn’t they 
be old enough to under­ 
stand since their father 
and I were divorced, and 
I’ve had to go to work my­ 
self, it just isn’t like the 
good old days? Why do they 
keep making my life so un­ 
bearable? 
DEAR READER — I im­ 
agine that in the “good old 
days” you DID all the 
household work. Instead of 
punishing yourself for the 
changed circumstances 
however, you need to ask 
yourself whether or not the 
‘ good old days” way was 
in fact the best approach 
for raising your children. I 
believe that when children 
adapt to doing certain 
household chores, they are 
preparing themselves for 
the repetitive, sometimes 
boring, but necessary tasks 
of adulthood. 
Surely you wouldn’t want 
them to turn out like a 
former patient of mine 
who never had to take 
responsibilities at home. 
He grew up believing in­ 
stead, in the “ infinite 
variety of l i f e’s e x ­ 
periences.” But he en­ 
countered severe problems 
in his job as a carpenter. 
While he loved carving the 
first leg of a chair, he could 
not bring himself to finish 
the other three. It went 
against his grain, so to 
speak. 
If in the past you have 
been able to influence your 
children not to play with 
knives, or not to take rides 
with strangers, or not to 
cheat on exams, you CAN 
influence them to help you 
around the house. You can, 
if you really want help. 
it may be that you are 
more doubtful of your 
children’s love since the 
divorce and need to con­ 
tinue the “old” kinds of 
mothering tasks to reas 
sure yourself that you are 
still a lovable mother. You 
ask their help but they 
sense that you are not 
serious. 
A solution: Hold a family 
meeting. Make a lift of the 
chores Divide them up A 
matter-of-fact approach is 
the most helpful. Expect 
them to follow through 
faithfully and have certain 
consequences ready for the 
times they will test you, — 
as they most certainly will. 
The less ambivalent you 
are, the less struggle you 
will encounter from them 
And believe it or not, you 
will be loved more than 
before 
A martyred mother clut­ 
ters a household with guilt, 
pain and anger Her anger 
is a major obstacle to free­ 
ly exchanged love. Even if 
your children don't provide 
you with a spotless house 
s remember they are not 
yet adults), the change will 
have a cleansing effect 
emotionally Good luck 
Write to Dr. Blaker in 
care of this newspaper 
P 0 Box 4®.

handle the calls. 
The Pentagon says some 
16.227 discharges were up­ 
graded through Uie end of 
last week. 
Army. Navy, Marine and 
A ir Force discharge 
review boards still face 
8,600 cases pending under 
the program, announced in 
April as the second part of 
President Carter’s effort 
to heal toe divisiveness of 
the Vietnam War 
But beginning today all 
discharge reviews “ will be 
processed under normal 
Department of Defense 
procedures using written 
application procedures 
D espite the sm all 
percentage taking part of 
almost half a million eligi­ 


ble ex-servicemen, the 
Pentagon 
feels the 
program has been a suc­ 
cess. 
The possibility of review^ 
was open to an estimated 
420,000 one-time ser­ 
vicemen who received 
general or dishonorable 
discharges between Aug. 4, 
1964 and March 28,1973 Of 
them, about 60,000 decided 
to call 800-325-4040. where 
operators were at work 
near a military records 
center in Missouri. 
Spokesman John Becher 
said Monday the Pen­ 
tagon's most recent 
figures show undesirable 
discharges received by 
11,364 
Vletnam -era 
veterans were upgraded to 
general status. He said 
1,682 undesirable dis­ 
charges were reclassified 
as honorable. 
Becher also said 3,181 
former Gls had their 
general discharges up­ 
graded to honorable. 
In addition, 1,065 
Vietnam-era deserters — 


out of an estimated 4,560 — 
inquired about discharges. 
Of the total, 784 “ returned 
to military control" and 
received discharges, most­ 
ly undesirable, officials 
said. 
“ We feel the program is 
a success from the number 
of undesirables p ar­ 
ticipating,” Becher said, 
especially because “ this is 
a program whereby the in­ 
dividual had to take the in­ 
itiative to participate.

Paint sale protest 
Chino amends spray can law

The Chino City Council Tuesday 
night amended a recently passed 
anti-graffiti ordinance that regulates 
the sale and distribution of aerosal 
spray paint cans in the city. 
P olice Chief G erald Doyle 
reported local m erchants had 
objected to an ordinance section that 
prohibited the sale of spray paint 
cans from self-help and self-service 
counters 
The ordinance had also prohibited 
the sale of spray paint to minors and 
made possession of such cans by 
juveniles a criminal act. 
Merchants who testified Tuesday 
night did not object to the section 
which prohibits the sale and posses­ 
sion by minors. They were concerned 
that city officials would force them 
to put spray paint cans under lock 
and key. They claimed this would be 
expensive. 
The council, on a 5-2 vote, agreed 
to amend the ordinance to allow 
spray paint to continue to be sold 
from self-service counters provided 
the counters are under direct super­ 
vision of store employees 


Doyle said be was opposed to 
amending the ordinance because it 
would ' water it down to the point of 
making it ineffective.’’ 
He said police were concerned that 
once the sale of spray paint to 
minors becomes illegal in Chino the 


incidence of shoplifting will in­ 
crease 
“It could become a problem. Kids 
may try and shoplift the stuff. In 
some circles*- it would even be like a 
merit badge to steal spray paint," 
Doyie commented 
Merchants, 
however, disagreed 
with the police chief’s analysis. They 
said shoplifting of spray paint had 
never before been a problem and 
that merchants could self-police 
themselves to prevent It. They said 
present shoplifting laws were 
adequate to control the situation. 
“ We find that the anti-graffiti or­ 
dinance goes too far,” said merchant 
Barry Johnson. He supported the 
prohibition of minors possessing 
sprav paint, but said be would be 
forced to sell his stock of spray 
paint if anamendment were not 
passed 
Johnson said that a series of 
rewards should be offered to help in 
the apprehension of graffiti of­ 
fenders. 
The idea of rewards, however, did 
not meet approval by Council 
member Eileen Carter. 
“ Rewards haven t caught cold­ 
blooded murderers m this town, ’ she 
said, alluding to huge rewards of­ 
fered after two church workers in 
Chino were slain by unidentified 
gunmen in 1970 
Mrs Carter, who strongly opposed 
amending the ordinance, also had

Angered over the overcrowding 
situation in district schools as well 
as a letter termed “threatening and 
intimidating" sent to several district 
teachers, the Associated Pomona 
Teachers sharply criticized the 
Pomona school board and ad­ 
ministration Tuesday evening 
In separate presentations to the 
board, APT Executive Secretary Del 
Pfeifer and APT President Steve 
Enoch accused the district of ad­ 
ministrative incompetence In both 
areas. 
Pfeifer told trustees that several 
district teachers had received tetters 
from the personnel office informing 
them that they had not met the dis­ 
trict requirements for special train­ 
ing in minority awareness. Pfeifer 
said that in many instances the tet­ 
ters were completely incorrect and 
that tetters of a “threatening and in­ 
timidating" nature had been sent to 
teachers who had completely met 
the district requirements and, in 
some cases, gone far beyond district 
requirements. 
In some cases. Pfeifer alleged, let­ 
ters had been sent to teachers who 
had helped develop and certify the 
programs themselves. 
Pfeifer said the teachers had been 
told they would be reevaluated for 
th eir perform ances last year 
because they had not met the requir- 
ment and the new evaluation would 
be an unsatisfactory one 
Such a retroactive evaluation, he 
said, was in violation of the contract 
between the APT and the district 
The tetter gave teachers until Feb. 
1, 1978 to come into compliance with 


the regulations, even though many 
had already done so, said Pfeifer. He 
added that the letters had also been 
placed unjustly in the personnel files 
of the teachers Involved 
“There has been no coordination 
between the site school, Intergroup 
or the personnel office in sending out 
these tetters. “ said Pfeifer. 
Enoch was less kind in presenting 
h is 
c o m p l a i n t s 
a b ou t 
the 
overcrowded conditions in the 
schools. 
He told trustees of cases where 
psychologists in the district were 
working in seven-foot square kiln 
rooms without windows, heating or 


air conditioning; that English clas­ 
ses were being taught in long, 
narrow trailers with inadequate sup­ 
plies and that an art class was being 
taught in a cafeteria with no supplies 
at all, not even a chalk board.

By CONRAD CASLER 
PB Staff Writer 
Condemnation of Los Angeles 
County Supervisor Kenny Hahn's 
statewide standardized auto in­ 
surance plan was passed in a resolu­ 
tion by San Dimas city councilmen 
Tuesday night 
City Administrator Bob Poff said 
Hahn's measure now is being readied 
for submission to the s tate 
Legislature 
Hahn is attempting to standardize 
auto insurance rates across the state 
rather than maintaining the present 
system in which residents of inner 
cities where more accidents occur 
pay more for auto insurance than 
suburbanites. 
Councilman Phil Wax blasted 
Hahn's plan as unfair, citing figures 
of from 15 to 35 per cent hikes in auto 
insurance costs for valley residents 
if Hahn s measure were passed by 
the Legislature 
Suburban drivers 
now have better driving records with 
fewer accidents than inner city 


dwellers This is reflected in rates 
paid annually, with outlying 
metropolitan residents paying sub­ 
stantially lower rates 
“ It's totally unfair for good drivers 
to subsidize insurance for bad driv­ 
ers,” Wax said. He added that Hahn 
has attempted to force suburbanites 
to pay for inner city needs for yeart. 
“ I’m tired of it," Wax said 
The council agreed unanimously to 
write official city letters to Super­ 
visor Pete Schabarum, who repre­ 
sents the valley, local state as­ 
semblymen and senators urging 
defeat of Hahn's proposed legisla­ 
tion 


In other action, councilmen agreed 
to set up a joint commission to study 
sign ordinances on the request of 
merchants in San Dimas Canyon 
shopping center Several merchants 
charged the city operates a dual 
standard — one for outlying busi 
nessmen and another for downtown 
merchants in the Early California 
development district. They charged 
discrimination in the number and 
size of signs allowed 
To be formed is a committee com­ 
posed of members of the planning 
department staff, one or more city 
councilmen and members of the 
Chamber of Commerce.

He stood in a trout stream, the cold, clear water 
running over his rubber boots, convinced that the 
fish would not bite. But it was Sunday and he was 
coasting. There was no driving need to bring fish 
home to eat or even to complete the ceremony of 
the hunt. 
The fish kept their promise and did not bite. 
No matter. It was good enough to stand there in 
the sight of granite mountains on the edge of Rocky 
Mountain National Park and be alone in the cool 
air. under a hot sun, with the thick fly line shooting 
back and forth over his head. He had enough to do 
with one hand on the rod, the other holding line and 
his feet trying for balance on the slippery rocks 
below the water. 
The fishing was a few weeks ago. Now those days 
of ease have left us, slipping away all too quickly. 
Even September is a ghost, now. The time for 
coasting is gone. 
It is time to get organized. It’s time to set the 
alarm clock a bit early. It’s time to get up in the 
morning, make a list of things to do, eat a quick 
breakfast and say good words to the kids to cheer 
them as they go off to the hassle of school. 
It’s time to confront the piles of thinp that are 
not done, the unkept promises that nag and nag, the 
messages that were never delivered. 
But there is still too much of July and August in 
some. They can be seen in their cars, slipping the 
gears into neutral as they coast down hills, listening 
to sweet music on their radios as the other cars zip 
by. For them, Bert Lance, the SALT talks, slums, 
the search for manganese nodules on the sea bot­ 
tom — all mean nothing. 
They await the surge of energy that comes at the 
changing of a season — the brisk crack of heels on 
sidewalks, the sense of mission and drive that the 
cooler weather brings in. 
Should he wait here for that sense of mission to 
arrive? On this street corner? In this room? 
Where’s the line to stand in? Or should he force the 
matter to a crisis, grab hold and hurl himself into 
it? 
Some of the young are angry at us for not forcing 
them in some direction, for not telling them to be 
doctors or to play the piano or to order them into 
college and law school. 
“Why am I here?’’ they ask, as we asked 
ourselves at a similar age. “If someone would only 
aim me in some direction . . . ” 
But wise adults don't interfere. They tell the 
children to make the choice themselves. 
After all, there is only one way. It is up to each of 
us to decide what to do. It is the burden and the 
blessing of a free man that he must do it all himself, 
take hold of his own life and move it, if it is ever to 
move at ail. It is something we try to tell our 
children, but the words are so hard to say. 
But all of us must sadly leave the days of summer 
coasting behind. We must do it ourselves.

A study by the Rand Corp. has drawn one of the 
moat useful profiles of the criminal personality 
we’ve seen. Paradoxically, there’s little chance of 
putting this information to constructive use. 
In a case study of 49 convicted armed robbers in 
California, the researchers found that there are two 
types of offenders: “intensive” or hardcore profes­ 
sional criminals and “Intermittent’’ or amateur 
criminals. 
It is the hardcore variety society has to worry 
about and the majority of the habitual felons in the 
study said nothing could have stopped them from 
taking up a life of crime — not the certainty of be­ 
ing caught, not longer sentences, not harsher prison 
treatment 
The differences between intensive and intermit­ 
tent criminals show up in childhood, say the 
researchers Both types, however, tend to become 
less criminally active as they grow older. 
Thus the study’s suggestion that if we could iden­ 
tify Intensive criminals early in life and lock them 
up during their moat active years, this might do 
more to reduce crime than any rehabilitation or 
prevention efforts. 
Although the study used only a very tiny sampling 
of the nation s prison population, its authors believe 
their findings are significant and warrant further 
investigation 
We think so, too, because we certainly can’t see 
society adopting its major recommendation at this 
time 
For one thing, there is the problem of identifying 
the budding hardcore criminal. As the study itself 
points out, the professional is five times less likely 
than the amateur to be arrested and “a meager 
arrest record often disguises a very active and 
dangerous criminal.” 
And even if we could distinguish between the pros 
and the amateurs in youth or early childhood, the 
idea of meting out long sentences to young of­ 
fenders not only files in the face of the time- 
honored penal practice but raises serious con­ 
stitutional questions.

WASHINGTON - Not long ago. 
the General Services Administration 
cheerfully supplied the Soviet em­ 
bassy with an “Inventory and Sum­ 
mary” of some of the Pentagon's 
most sensitive computer locations. 
The obliging GSA volunteered, in 
the spirit of detente, that its staff 
would be “happy to assist you if 
there are any questions.” No doubt 
the Soviets are curious about the 
secret computers, which track ship 
movements on the high seas and 
provide the Joint Chiefs with critical 
information about major weapons 
systems. 
Some experts fear that the com­ 
puter sites lack adequate controls 
and that top-secret messages might 
be intercepted. As early as 1974, the 
Systems Development Corporation 
warned that the computers "contain 
security deficiencies’ and that “the 
entire system is vulnerable.” 
Our investigation has established, 
in fact, that various federal agencies 
furnish the Soviets with a massive 
volume of technical information 
This amounts to over-the-counter es­ 
pionage. with the cordial cooperation 
of the U S government. 
Through this mass espionage ef­ 
fort, the Soviets dredge up tons of 
raw information “I would guess 90 
percent of it is worthless,” one U.S. 
official told us. "But it’s the remain­ 
ing 10 percent that worries us.” 
Here's how it works: The two 
governments have agreed to ex­ 
change “official" publications. Each 


year, the United States delivers 
between 10,000 and 12,000 govern­ 
ment documents to the Lenin State 
Library in Moscow. The Soviet 
Union, In turn, sends a similar ship­ 
ment of Russian periodicals to the 
Library of Congress in Washington. 
In quality if not quantity, the 
Soviets benefit the most from the ex­ 
change. These are documents, 
however, that neither side regards as 
sensitive. But the Soviets also 
receive from Washington a monthly 
master list of all nonclassified docu­ 
ments that the federal government 
publishes. Some contain details that 
would be classified in any other 
country, such as the location of the 
computer terminals. 
The master list is indexed so the 
Soviets can easily determine which < 
additional publications might con­ 
tain valuable information. Soviet 
agents may purchase these directly 
or use surrogates to allay suspicion. 
Here are a few incidents we have un­ 
covered: 
— Two Soviet officials made 
separate approaches recently to the 
Office of Technology Assessment for 
a report on nuclear proliferation. 
They also asked to be put on the 
mailing list. Now all this office’s 
reports are delivered to the Soviet 
embassy by the mailman 
— Czechoslovakia and Hungary 
quietly signed up for 10,000 selective 
reports each year from the National 
Technical Information Service. The 
two countries are completely under 
Soviet domination; both were put on 


the mailing list. 
— Soviet representatives arranged 
with the Geological Survey Office to 
send detailed maps, surveys, 
geological data and other informa­ 
tion to "academ ies” and “ in­ 
stitutes" in Moscow. The agency 
happily complied. 
— The46oviets feceive the official 
Patent Gazette, a weekly publica­ 
tion, which lists all the new patents 
granted by the government. Agents 
can pick up the specific patents that 
interest them. 
The locations of the computer site* 
were listed in an obscure publication 
entitled "Inventory and Summary of 
Federal ADP Activities.” But the, 
document wasn’t so obscure that the 
Soviets missed it. The General Ser­ 
vices Administratipn received a 
polite letter from the Soviet embas­ 
sy. 
"I shall appreciate it very much,” 
wrote an embassy official, “if you 
can spare a copy of your recent 
publication, ‘Inventory and Sum­ 
mary of Federal ADP Activities ’ 
Thanking you in advance for your 
cooperation ” The sensitive docu­ 
ment was mailed to the embassy, 
with an accompanying "happy to as­ 
sist” letter. 
The General Accounting Office, 
meanwhile, warned the Pentagon in 
1975 and again in 1976 that the 
security of this computer system 
was inadequate. This caused Reps. 
John Moss, D-Calif., and Charles 
Rose. D-N.C., to question the Pen­ 
tagon about the security problems. 
In Washington 
Canal balancing act

WASHINGTON (NEA) - A lot 
could change over the next few 
months, but right now it looks as 
though President Carter has only two 
chances of steering his Panama 
Canal treaties through the Senate in­ 
tact. slim and none 
This is not a prediction that the 
Senate, come January or February, 
will refuse to consent to ratification 
of the twin pacts hammered out by 
Carter's representatives and the 
Panamanians after 13 yefrs of on- 
and-off negotiations, 
But it seems increasingly probable 
that a swing bloc of uncommitted 
senators will demand some 
modifications of the new treaties 
before they will provide the votes 
needed for approval by two-thirds of 
the Senate. 
Administration officials have 
known from the outset that the 
domestic political tight over the new 
treaties might prove even more dif­ 
ficult than the negotiations with 
Panama. And their worst fears have 
been amply realised. 
Even without prompting, public 
opinica has been running heavily 
against the new treaties. A coalition 
of conservative groups is now doing 
its best to deepen citizen opposition 
sod focus it directly on the 30 or so 
senators who are undecided about 
ratification. 
If they were acting In a vacuum, 
many of those senators might weU be 
swayed by the detailed, cogently 
argued caae for the new treaties 


which the State Department, Joint 
Chiefs of Staff and other administra­ 
tion witnesses began outlining to the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
on Sept. 26. 
But senators do not act in a 
vacuum. They read their mail — or 
at least count the letters “fo r’.and 
“against.” They watch the polla 
They stew about the next election 
And that is why they are looking 
for a way to save face, politically, 
befofe they will risk their necks with 
an unpoular vote in support of the 
treaties. 
Carter and his advisers understand 
the situation. At the opening day of 
the Foreign Relations Committee 
hearings, Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance carefully avoided slamming 
the door on the possibility of 
modifications to the treaties 
But what the administration is 
desperately anxious to discourage 
are any changes by the Senate that 
could require U.S. and Panamanian 
negotiators to return to the bargain­ 
ing table. 
There are essentially four ways of 
modifying the treaties which have 
already been signed by the U S and 
Panama — two which are acceptable 
to Carter, and two which are not 
The Foreign Relations Committee 
and-or the Senate ooukt vote for the 
treaties as drafted but adopt a 
separate report detailing the U.S. in­ 
terpretation of crucial but am­ 
biguous sections of the pacts, such as 
those guaranteeing the canal’s per­ 
manent neutrality Such a step would 


be acceptable to Carter hut would 
have no legally binding impact on 
Panama 
Alternately, the Senate could at­ 
tach to the treaties themselves cer­ 
tain "understandings” that likewise 
spell out the U.S. interpretation of 
cloudy points. Under international 
law, these "understandings” would 
in effect become jgirt of the treaties 
themselves unless specifically 
rejected by Panama 
Vance hinted the administration 
would not object to the attachment of 
“understandings,” but he left no 
doubt that Outer will vehemently 
oppose the other two options: 
“reservations” or “amendments ” 
With the first of these, the Senate 
would vote to rat‘fy the treaty except 
for certain enumerated sections 
Under the second approach, the 
Senate would actually amend the 
treaty language Either technique 
would require the concurrence of 
Panama — which is preciaely-what 
the administration fears. 
These canal treaties are nearly as 
controversial ia Panama as they are 
in the United States, and citizens of 
that nation will vote on the pacta Oct. 
28 in a national plebiscite 
Carter ts trapped in an extremely 
tricky dilemma On the one hand, he 
will probably have to accept substan­ 
tial modifications in the treaties to 
win enough votes for Senate ratifica­ 
tion But if the changes go too far, 
they may well be rejected by 
Panama 
it's going to be the neatest balanc­ 
ing act, in town

Sacramento scene 
Legislative 
challenge

Some recent vetoes of Gov. Jerry Brown may 
spur the efforts, as well as add to the numbers, of 
those solons who are seeking to recapture the 
legislative powers which have gradually been 
eroded over the years. 
For, in several instances, Brown rejected 
legislative authority to determine the laws on the 
grounds that administrators are better able to 
make such decisions. 
That was the case with SB 474 by Sen. John 
Foran. Tito measure related to length of notice in­ 
surance companies must give to insured when 
declining to renew auto insurance. 
Said Brown in his veto “The ambiguities addres­ 
sed by this measure can best be corrected by the 
Department of Insurance through the regulatory 
process.” 
j 
Even more challenging to legislative authority 
was his veto of SB 282 by Sen. Robert Beverly which 
also related to insurance regulations. 
In that veto Brown really tossed the gauntlet 
declaring: “This bill would reverse a regulation of 
the Department of Insurance which the Commis­ 
sioner believes to be in the public interest.” 
The effect of such vetoes is to make the ad­ 
ministrative agencies superior to the Legislature in 
the matter of lawmaking in complete contradiction 
of the constitution which clearly vests all power to 
make laws in the legislature. 
Notwithstanding the explicit proviso of the con­ 
stitution that legislative and executive powers shall 
be separate and neither shall exercise that of the 
other, Brown would make the administrator 
supreme. 
His statement that he vetoed the Beverly bill 
because it reversed a ruling of the Insurance Com­ 
missioner is a flat out declaration that the ad­ 
ministrator, not the legislature, shall make the 
laws. 
This disposition to take lawmaking away from the 
120 elected representatives of the people and place 
it in the hands of one mln, an appointee not respon­ 
sible to the electorate, illustrates the degree to 
which bureaucratic power threatens. 
It is the difficulty in overturning administrative 
regulations adopted contrary to legislative policy 
which led Sen. George Zeno*ch and Assemblyman 
Willie Brown to commence a movement to make all 
administrative regulations subject to ratification 
by the legislature. They have been joined by 
numerous other solons in the efforts to control 
bureaucracy. 
As it stands, through powers delegated to the ad­ 
ministrative agencies by earlier legislatures, a 
commissioner or other bureaucrat may adopt 
regulations without the approval, and often without 
the knowledge, of the legislature. In some instances 
these are contrary to legislative desires and even to 
existing law. 
Yet, such regulations have the same force and ef­ 
fect as statutory laws. And, as evidenced by 
Brown’s veto, often cannot be reversed by the 
legislature. 
While Zenovich s measure, as well as others to 
curb administrative rule making powers, is still 
pending, it can be expected that such actions as 
Brown s veto of the Beverly bill will bolster the 
solons’ determination to regain control of their con­ 
stitutional powers

She says 
almost anyone willing to 
work seriously at con­ 
testing can develop win­ 
ning techniques. 
Ei ght y-one-year-ol d 
Mary Gamer, a Cincinnati 
native who now lives in 
Florida, has won more 
than 1,000 contest prizes in 
the past 20 years. 
She’s won 13 color televi­ 
sion sets, more than $5,000 
in cash, a $2,500 boat, 
toasters, 
wall-to-w all 
carpeting, roller skates, 
world-wide vacation trips, 
rent for a year, 66 cans of 
dog food, and more. 
She gives away most of 
her winnings to her two 
sons, their children or her 
friends 
“I won a trip to Paris, 
France, which I gave to my 
son and his wife.” she said. 
“They hadn’t been married 
long. That was from 
Virginia Slims,” said Mrs. 
Garner, who has entered 
as many as 500 contests a 
year. 
"I won a trip to Jamaica 


in a sweepstakes, and I 
won a trip not long ago to 
Disney World. I won one to 
Hawaii once and carpeting 
for my son’s home in Pitt­ 
sburgh.

open for brief 
Russ dissidents 
told to get out 


MOSCOW (AP) - The 
Soviet Union is suddenly 
encouraging, even pushing, 
dissidents to leave the 
country as two major dates 
approach on the political 
calendar. 
The first is next month’s 
35-nation Belgrade con­ 
ference, where Western 
delegations are expected to 
accuse Moscow of not liv­ 
ing up to East-West hu­ 
man rights agreements 
signed at a summit con­ 
f e r e n c e in H elsinki, 
Finland, in 1975. The other 
is the 60th anniversary 
Nov. 7 of R u s s i a ’s 
Bolshevik Revolution, a 
date already billed here as 
a milestone of Soviet 
national unity. 
In the past several 
months, about 15 leading 
figures in the Soviet dissi­ 
dent movement have 
received permission to 
leave the country in what 
seems to be a pattern of en­ 
couraging dissidents to get 
out. Non-conformist artists 
and other intellectuals also 
are getting exit visas in ad­ 
dition to “ hardcore” 
political dissidents. 
“You had better go now 
because the door will be 
closing soon,’ 
one dissi­ 
dent said he was told by a 
KGB security police of­ 
ficial. “Just before Nov 7 
we are going to seal this 
country up and you may 
not get out for a long 
time.” 
One of the departing dis­ 
sidents, Moscow computer 
scientist Valentin Turchin. 
applied to leave temporari­ 
ly but was told Aug. 30 he 
should leave for good. 
Turchin, founder of the un­ 
official Soviet branch of 
Amnesty International, 
will leave within a few 
weeks to accept a teaching 
position at Columbia 
University in New York. 
Dissident sources stress, 
however, that many people 
have not been able to 
leave, including most of 
Moscow’s leading Jewish 
“ refuseniks,” some 400 
people who have been wait­ 
ing up to seven years for 
exit visas, and reportedly 
thousands of other persons 
throughout the country. 
In an interview. Soviet 
dissident leader Andrei D. 
Sakharov speculated that 
“ of course there is a link, 
some thought out policy ’ 
b e h in d 
th e 
s u d d e n 
availability of exit visas to 
some dissidents. 
There is no indication 


that the current gestures 
toward dissidents repre­ 
sent a long-term Soviet pol­ 
icy of moderation. 
In a rare public speech 
Sept. 9, KGB Chief Yuri V. 
Andropov lumped dissi­ 
dents into the sam e 
category as common 
criminals. 
“ Both are inflicting 
harm on our society and 
that is why they should 
bear punishment in com­ 
plete accordance with the 
demands of Soviet law,” he 
said, 
A ndropov 
so u n d ed 
relatively optimistic about 
the dissident problem, as­ 
serting that “the number 
of such people is becoming 
fewer and fewer.” The 
number of dissident events 
and press statements in 
Moscow has indeed gone 
down in recent months, but 
dissidents attribute this 
mainly to emigration and 
arrests, rather than a 
change in their views. 


SU11 in jail awaiting trial 
after seizure by police this 
year are leading dissidents 
from several parts of the 
Soviet Union. 
They include Moscow 
Jewish activist Anatoly 
Shcharansky, seized March

Brezhnev labels new constitution 
victory for socialist democracy 


MOSCOW (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Leonid I. Brezhnev 
presented the final draft of 
the Soviet Union’s new con­ 
stitution today with a 90- 
m i n u t e s p e e c h tha t 
defended Soviet human 
rights policy and said it is 
still too early to create a 
classless society 
The 70-year-old leader 
told the Supreme Soviet, 
the 1-900-member national 
parliament, that the new 
constitution is • victory for 
socialist 
democracy ’’ 
The final draft, be said, 
contains 190 changes from 
the first version published 
for nationwide discussion 
June 4. 
The Supreme Soviet will 
approve the charter this 
week and it will replace 
the Stalin constitution of 
1936. 
Foreign diplomats spot­ 
ted Nikolai V. Podgomy, 
who was ousted from the 
Soviet presidency June 16, 
sitting among the rank 
a n d - f i l « 
p a r l i a m e n t 
members. It was the first 
public reappearance by 
Podgorny, 74, since his 
political downfall. 
Brezhnev, 
frequently 
citing Western newspaper 
r e p o r t s , 
a t t a c k e d 


“bourgeois” critics who 
claim the constitution s 
promises of the right of 
free speech and free press 
are hollow. 
Western critics have 
noted that the constitution 
says citizens must not ex­ 
ercise their rights in ways 
harmful to the state. 
Brezhnev replied that a 
strong state is necessary 
for the security of its 
citizens’ rights. 
The Soviet leader said 
“ r ig h ts” 
in Wsstern 
society include “the right 
for millions of people to be 
unemployed and for sick 
people to be without 
medical care, which costs 
enormous sums.’’ 
He stressed that the new 
Soviet constitution, unlike 
t h o s e 
in 
the 
W e st, 
recognizes the right to a 
lob, medical care and 
housing supplied by the 
state. 
Brezhnev said some of 
th e 400,000 c i t i z e n s ’ 
recommendations on the 
constitution’s first draft 
called for equal wages and 
pensions for everyone, or 
for determining wages on 
the basis of labor seniority 
without regard for skills or 
quality of work. ________ 


He r e j e c t e d t h e s e 
suggestions for a classless 
society based on the Com­ 
munist principle of “from 
each according to his 
ability, to each according 
to his needs.’’ He said the 
Soviet Union was now at a 
s ta g e of “ d ev elo ped 
s o c i a li s m ” and must 
follow the principle “from 
each according to his 
abilities, to each according 
to his work. ” 
Wages in the Soviet 
Union range from 100 ru­ 
bles a month, or $134 at the 
official rate, for the least 
skilled workers to more 
than ten times that for 
leading figures. Since 
Stilin s first years in 
power, Soviet leaders have 
been saying equal wages 
were s long way off 
Brezhnev said the con­ 
stitutional com m ission, 
which he heads, also 
rejected proposals to 
abolish private farm plots 
and other small private 
enterprises which provide 
much of the Soviet food 
supply. 
He said the new docu­ 


ment reflects the desire of 
citizens who called for 
stronger language against 
“slackers” and others who 
violate labor discipline and 
abuse state property. 
B r e z h n e v said 
140 
million people, “more than 
four-fifths of the adult pop­ 
ulation,” participated in 
1.5 million meetings or 
rallies to discuss the new 
constitution. 
“Never before has this 
country had popular ac­ 
tivity on such a scale,” he 
said.

provides. This year, no one 
pays more than $965.29. 
The committee planned 
to continue debate on 
proposed changes in Social 
Security today, while its 
counterpart in the Senate, 
the Finance Committee, 
was considering its own 
plan. 
The Senate panel is dis­ 
cussing l proposal to force 
employers to pay more in 
taxes than their workers 
do. Current law calls for 
equal taxation of both 
groups.

Nation's long-term drought 
suggests change in climate 


WASHINGTON (LENS) 
— As if New Yorkers, who 
until recently were soaking 
in - fire hydrants to cool 
down, or western farmers, 
who are surveying their se­ 
cond year of parched 
fields were not sufficient- 
K 
aware of the weather, 
National Academy of 
Sciences has Just issued a 
report on many years of 
research into the climate. 
The findings are disturb­ 
ing. The weather, it seems, 
is getting warmer, and not 
simply in the Bronx; by the 
next century, in some 
places, it may be 10 de­ 
grees centigrade hotter. 
According to the report 
carbon dioxide, produced 
from burning fossil fuels, 
is settling like a blanket in 
the atm osphere. The 
culprits in the American 
landscape are smoke­ 
sta c k s, c l o s e l y f o l­ 
lowed by every industry 
which, heeding President 
Carter’s energy proposals, 
intends to turn to coal as 
its main source of fuel. 
The academy report is 
the latest contribution to a 
year when the weather has 
constantly made news The 
winter in the East was the 
worst for three decades. It 
has been followed by broil­ 
ing summer temperatures,

BOSTON ( A P ) - A para­ 
plegic whose motorised 
wheel chair rolled out of 
control and into the eight- 
foot-deep Charles River 
was rescued by two po­ 
licemen and a Jogger 
Lawrence O. Pass, 27, of 
Everett, was pulled uncon­ 
scious from the murky 
water Monday after his 
chair rolled o ff a boat 
landing on Soldiers Field 
Road. 
He was in serious condi­ 
tion Tuesday at St. Elisa­ 
beth’s Hospital 
David L White, 26, of 
New York, was jogging 
nearby when he saw the 
wheel chair plunge into the 
river. He dove tai after 
Pass. 
“ I never had to do 
anything like that before," 
said White. "But I didn’t 
even think about it. I saw 
him go in, and I ran to help 
him." 
White was unable to 
raise the man, so he called 
for help, and Metropolitan 
D istrict Commission 
police arrived a few min­ 
utes later. 
The policemen, Lloyd L. 
Smith and Edward J 
Seabury, pulled Pass, still 
strapped to his wheel 
chair, out of the water 
Then they administered 
mouth-to-mouth 
and 
cardiopulmonary resusci 
tation until orcathing and 
pulse were restored 


Pass* legs had been 
paralysed since he fell 
from a ladder while pick 
mg oranges in Florida last 
year, 


in many places the highest 
since the 1940s, In the East 
and the Midwest. New 
York City’s blackout was a 
symptom of it; so, too, was 
the storm that tipped nine 
inches of rain in a night on 
Johnstown, Pennsylvania, 
taking 58 lives. These are 
the more startling dis­ 
asters. 
In the West, over an area 
covering 11 states, a 
drought which has already 
la sted two y e a r s is 
forecast to run few a third. 
Every summer It sparks 
forest fires; the worst and 
most recent in Santa Bar­ 
bara, Calif., destroyed 700 
acres and 400 homes before 
it burned itself out. Signs 
of drought are also appear­ 
ing in the Southeast, from 
Virginia to Florida, where 
the water shortage is more 
severe than at any time for 
25 years. 
The heatwaves in the 
East are not so worrying; 
meteorologists say they 
have seen the pattern 
before, in the 1950s, and 
that this is-the sort of 
phenomenon from which 
the country can make a 
smart recovery. In the 
West the story is different. 
The drought has been so 
consistent that it suggests 
a long-term change in 
climate — a symptom, 
perhaps, of the global 
warming predicted in the 
academy’s report — that 
may eventually return the 
West to the desert it used 
to be and, under the foun­ 
tains of Phoenix and the 
sprinkled lawns of Los 
Angeles, it still is. 
Throughout the west not 
only the topsoil, but now 
the subsoil, has lost its 
moisture. Pasture and 
range lands are too dry 
everywhere, except in 
Nebraska and Kansas; In 
Wyoming farmers are los­ 
ing money on stock sent to 
market 
prematurely. 
Water has become a 
political 
issue 
The 
Secretary of the Interior 
Cecil Andrus now mentions 
it with as much respect as 
other politicians mention 
energy There Is already 
too little water, in many 
parts of the West, to sue 
tain some industries 
There may be too little in 
the near future to sustain 
the new communities still 
mushrooming in Arixona 
where individual water 
consumption is the highest 
in the country 
So far, the onus of deal 
ing with the weather has 
been on the governments of 
the states affected. An 
emergency drought as 
sistanee bill, specifically 
for the West and the Great 
Plains, passed Congress in 
April, and there has been 
federal assistance since 
for 1,600 thirsty counties in 
the Southeast. 
But just as nature is 
capricious so too are the 
attempt of federal govern 
meat to cope with it. Little 
time and money has been 
spent, so far, an the sort of 
long-range forecasting and 
temperature study that 
could predict a drought 
And there are too manv 
groups in government with 
a different, and often 


amateur, interest in the 
weather; among them the 
D e p a r tm e n ts of the 
Interior, Agriculture and 
C om m e r c e , the E n ­ 
vironmental Protection 
Agency and the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration. 
Congress has now begun 
hearings on a bill which, if 
p assed , 
would 
knit 
together all government 
functions concerned with 
weather into a single 
agency.

countries. And, because of 
America's constantly in­ 
creasing consumption of 
foreign oil, we are being 
subjected to the same pres­ 
sures. 
The oil weapon has been 
used through the Arab 
boycott measures, to in­ 
terfere in the internal 
democratic processes by 
which the United States 
conducts its trade and 
business operations. 
Manipulation of oil prices 
and implied threats of a 
reduction in the supply of 
oil from the Mkieast have

democracy in the world in 
the grip of Arab nations 
which are determined to 
influence our future and 
our relations with Israel, 
America’s only democratic 
ally in the Middle East 
So, a sound U.S. energy 
program is a vital neces­ 
sity which transcends par­ 
tisan persuasions. The 
A m erican 
econom y 
requires huge supplies of 
energy. Without it, the 
tools and machinery of 
defense and of our in­ 
dustrial and agricultural 
production become idle; 
subsequent unemployment 
could be disastrous. 


Economic upheaval has 
a special and ominous con­ 
notation for minority 
groups, to which the 
history of Jewish com­ 
munities all over the world 
can attest. Potential 
demagogues have always 
capitalized on economic 
and social disorder, in the 
pr o c e ss 
of 
which 
scapegoats are created to 
distract the population 
from real and valid issues. 
It is an inevitable conclu­ 
sion, then, that the U.S. 
simply cannot afford to be 
so dependent on such a dis­ 
tant and unstable region as 
the Middle East for energy 
supplies which are vital for 
Us defense and home 
needs. 


One must ask. then, 
"What are the options?" 
Certainly, the President’s 
call for massive efforts for 
energy conservation must 
meet with firm and strong 
support 
from 
all 
Americans. 
President 
Carter has recently stated 
that if other measures fail, 
gasoline rationing might be 
imposed — certainly an 
equitable and effective 
step in the battle against 
excess consumption 
No single change in 
American habits is the 
final answer, but a com­ 
bination of efforts can give 
us important relief. Along 


with conservation, there 
must be an expansion In 
the production of alternate 
energy resources. Coal, off­ 
shore oil, shale, natural 
gas and nuclear power 
must be exploited as quick­ 
ly as possible if we wish to 
wrest ourselves from the 
hold which OPEC has on 
us. 
Of these, probably 
nuclear power offers the 
only long-term viable 
answer. However, it Is the 
least understood, and 
because of that, the most 
controversial of proposed 
energy programs. The fact 
is that there are now 64 
licensed nuclear plants in 
the U.S. with a proven 
record of safety, reliability 
and economy. And, the 
arithmetic speaks for 
itself. Each nuclear power 
plant in operation saves 
the equivalent of 10 million 
barrels of oil each year! 
Considering ail the 
serious challenges we face, 
it is impossible to dis­ 
regard these figures and 
what they represent in 
realistic terms. 
In the light of recent 
evidence that France, 
West Germany, the United 
Kingdom. Japan and the 
Soviet Union have commit 
ted themselves to further 
research and development 
of nuclear breeder reac­ 
tors, and in the case of 
several of these countries, 
to their eventual sale 
abroad, one must wonder 
about U.S. opposition to 
development of these reac­ 
tors in this country. Since 
the breeder reactor 
theoretically creates more 
plutonium than it bums, it 
is estimated to use nuclear 
fuel nearly 60 times more 
efficiently than the current 
“ light water" nuclear 
plants in use today. 
P resident C ar ter’s 
objections to the breeder 
reactor are based on his 
fear that plutonium might 
be diverted by terrorists 
for use In weapons

Future eating trends studied 


Selected Los Angeles 
County residents are help­ 
ing to determine future 
eating patterns in America 
by participating in the 
largest government study 
of food consumption ever 
undertaken. 
At least 375 households in 
this area are reporting the 
deatils of their eating 
habits as part of the year­ 
long project, which is be­ 
ing directed by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
(USDA) and conducted by 
the National Analysts Divi­ 
sion of Booz, Allen & 
Hamilton. Another six area 
residents are also involved 
in the study as inter­ 
viewers. 
Los Angeles County is 
one of only 114 areas 
across the country chosen 
f for this survey. It was 
selected as being represen­ 
tative of similar areas in 
this part of the country. 
Families from this area 
will be joined by more than 


23,000 others from all 50 
states and Puerto Rico in 
the m assive study of 
Americans 
dietary and 
nutritional patterns 
The survey will reveal 
how c h a n g e s in the 
American life style affect 
the way we eat. Smaller 
families, greater numbers 
of older people, different 
life styles, the number of 
people who eat away from 
home, the growing number 
of women working outside 
the home, the increasing 
popularity of home- 
produced food to offset ris­ 
ing food costs — all may be 
factors in changing dietary 
and nutritional patterns. 
Data from this survey 
will be used in many nutri- 
tion 
and e d u c a t i o n 
programs, and are a 
p r i m a r y 
so u rc e 
of 
statistical 
information 
used in evaluating and 
developing national food 
and nutrition policies. 
The real significance lies 


one step beyond finding out 
what, when, how much, 
and with whom Americans 
are eating. It lies in what's 
done with that mass of in­ 
formation. And past USDA 
food studies are leading ex­ 
amples of translating 
research into action. 
Former USDA food 
* studies have been a factor 
in the development of such 
c o n c r e t e 
c o n s u m e r 
benefits as various school 
lunch and food assistance 
programs, food fortifica­ 
tion and e nri chme nt 
programs, nutrition educa­ 
tion programs and dietary 
guidance materials, and 
special assistance plans 
for such high nutritional 
risk groups as the young, 
the elderly, and the poor. 
It’s too early to predict 
what the current study will 
uncover. But It’s safe to 
say that a number of 
Federal agencies which ad­ 
minister programs on the 
adequacy of diets and food 


safety will be watching the 
results carefully. 
The cooperative nature 
of this particular study as­ 
sures that the results will 
extend beyond USDA 
programs and policies. 
Joining Agriculture in the 
research are the Com­ 
merce Department and 
several agencies of the 
Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, 
notably the Food and Drug 
Administration and the 
Social Se c u ri t y Ad­ 
ministration. 
As USDA and National 
Analysts point out, the ul- 
t i m a t e su c c e ss and 
usefullness of the study de­ 
pends on the willingness of 
the more than 20,000 
families to devote a por­ 
tion of their time to supply­ 
ing the necessary informa 
tion. Their reward, of 
course, lies in better food 
information and programs 
affecting the health of all 
American families.

All cheeses contain the same milk ingredients, but 
the amounts vary in the different varieties. Been 
confused by all the names and labels like cheese 
“ food” and cheese “ spread” , “ natural” cheese and 
“ processed” cheese? These names have to do 
with the amount of butterfat and moisture in 
the product. So-called “ natural” cheeses must i 
have 30% butterfat, or more. Processed 
cheeses should contain at least 30%. 
Cheese food, at least 23%. Cheese 
spread, at least 20%. “ Imitation 
cheeses must contain (in some de­ 
gree) protein and fat from a non 
animal source. And harder cheeses 
contain less moisture than the 
softer varieties. Definitions or 
no, it’s often difficult to tell the 
difference from one kind to an­ 
other by taste or looks alone. 
But no matter which you 
choose, cheese is a tasty and 
versatile way to provide pro­ 
tein, minerals and vitamins 
for your family.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Senators and members of 
their staffs streamed in 
and out of the ornate 
anteroom near the Senate 
flow last week, huddling 
with lobbyists waiting 
there for a brief moment’s 
conversation 
Although the lobbyists 
represented diverse in­ 
terests, they repeated a 
remarkably consistent 
plea 
President Carter’s 
plan for higher, but still 
regulated, natural gas 
prices is a bad idea. 
The representatives erf 
the natural gas industry 
argued against Carter’s 
plan, saying federal price 
controls 
should 
be 
removed — and prices 
allowed to rise — to en­ 
courage new production. 
But consumer advocates 
said the energy prices in 
his package are too high, 
not too low. 
And a myriad of other 
groups •— from florists to 
paper makers — have tried 
to make their objections to 
the President’s plan heard 
as the Senate has strug­ 
gled through day after day 
and night after night erf 
debate on regulating 
natural gas prices. 
The opposition from this 
broad range of groups was 
a major reason that last 
week was not a good one 
for C arter’s energy 
package. 
And the President 
responded with harsh 
criticism of the lobbyists. 
“I call on the Senate to 
act responsibly in the in­ 
terests of the great 
majority of Americans to 
reject narrow special in­ 
terest attacks on all seg­ 
ments of the national 
energy plan,” Carter said. 
"The lobbying efforts of 
the oil and gas industry on 
deregulation itself show 
how the special interests 
are trying to block enact­ 
ment of the entire energy 
program.” 
The industry has been 
lobbying hard against 
many parts of Carter's 
plan. And their efforts 
have been influential in 
some areas. 
But the consum er 
groups, some unions and 
various industrial associa­ 
tions have also been 
fighting segments of Car­ 
ter's energy package, 
particularly where it would 
raise fuel prices for con­ 
sumers and industry 
On the other side, of 
course, has been the Presi­ 
dent and his allies. 
Carter and Vice Presi­ 
dent Walter F. Mondale 
have telephoned and met 
with many members of the 
Senate on the energy 
package in the last two 
weeks. 
And Energy Secretary 
James R. Scheslinger was 
a familiar figure in the 
halls of the Capitol as he 
went from meeting to 
meeting with senators 
Among the diverse 
groups opposing the Presi­ 
dent on natural gas pricing 
there have been no coali­ 
tions — not even informal 
ones — or other coordina­ 
tion of effort 
"They (the natural gas 
producers) don’t even want 
the same thing we do,” 
said Ellen Berman, head of 
the Consumer Federation’s 
energy policy task force. 
"They want deregulation 
and higher prices. We are 
against deregulation.” 
But there have been at 
least four meetings since 
Aug. 11 among groups that 
usually oppose each other 
to talk about fighting 
another part of Carter’s 
energy package, the tax on 
domestic crude oil. 
Joining representatives 
of at least two major oil 
companies, Mobil and 
Gulf, were lobbyists for the 
Teamsters union, the Con 
sumer Federation, the cot­ 
ton growers, the airline* 
and a dozen other farm 
labor and business groups 
AU feared the oil tax, but 
each for their own reasons. 
This opposition has pul 
the tax is trouble, with it 
losing a narrow initial vote 
in the Senate Finance Com­ 
mittee.
